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FOREWORD 



This History of the Thomas Brumfield Family, originating 
in Berks Co . Pennsylvania covers a period which extends from far 
back of the origins of our Nation to the present day. The material 
for it has been in process of accumulation for a long time. The 
writer lived as an orphan boy, in the home of his grandparents, and 
was familiar with a great deal of family tradition. His own children 
were brought up on the east coast, far from contact with immediate 
relatives. It was to supply to his children this lack of contact with 
family lore that the writer began to accumulate data on his forebears. 
He was soon joined by a second cousin, Mr. Blackman O. Brumfield, 
commonly known as Bob, of Des Moines, Iowa. Bob Brumfield wrote 
many letters and made many trips to pick up data. It is to his tire- 
less efforts that much of the material is due. Unfortunately he has 
been in poor health recently and could not participate in the actual 
writing of the book, as he might otherwise have done. 

Although the Book is limited to descendants of Thomas Brum- 
field, of Berks Co. Pennsylvania, it is recognized that there are 
many other branches of the Brumfield ^Family in the United States. 
It is probable that these are related back in Wales and England. It 
is regretable that many descendants of ■■Thomas Brumfield have been 
cut off, for lack of information. As much has been included as pos- 
sible. It is hoped that readers, who have additional information may 
send it in from time to time . The writing of the text and the arrange-

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SECTION I 
THE BRUMFIELDS 
Of Berks Co . Pennsylvania 
INTRODUCTORY. 



THE NAME. 

The name Brumfield originally was a place name . It is of 
Welsh origin. Its meaning is a field of broom, and it was probably 
taken from the town of Broomfield, in England. It has had many 
variants as Broomfeeld; Broomfield; Bromfeld; Brumfielde; Perhaps 
Bloomfield; Brumfield; and Bromfield. The last two are most 
common in America . There is an early record of a family of the 
name Bromfeld. in County Kent, England in the year 1273 . An ancient 
family of this name is recorded as of Welsh origin in the 15th cen- 
tury Those of the Family in the United States, who are to be dis- 
cussed here, were by association and tradition of Welsh origin 

There are at least five different coats of arms listed for 
this family in heraldic literature. No attempt is made here to con- 
nect this family with the particular people whose ancient deeds gave 
origins to these symbols. 

The Brumfield Name in the United States. 

The name Brumfield or its varients is fairly common in most 
parts of this country . An examination of the telephone book of any 
sizable city will usually show a few persons of the name . Some of 
these are colored people, being descendants slaves belonging to 
former holders of the name . This seems to be true in the Chicago 
area. 

Early immigration records show men of the name, expecial- 
ly in tidewater Virginia. Edward Bromfield of Boston was perhaps 
as prominent as any of these early immigrants. He arrived in Bos- 
ton in the year 1675, became a noted philanthropist there and held 
prominent positions in the City and Colony. A Boston street bears 
the name , in his honor . 

There are immigrants of the name in early Philadelphia rec- 
ords . There is a large community of Brumfields or Brumfiels on 
the Ohio River near the corner of Kentucky and West Virginia An- 
other branch of the Family lives in the state of Mississippi. Cali- 
fornia has numerous bearers of the name. It appears in Ohio, In-

diana, Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, New Mexico; Kansas, and in fact 
most of the states of the Union. It is true that is is not as frequent 
as such names as Smith or Jones. Still it is widely dispersed. 

THOMAS BRUMFIELD OF BERKS CO. PENNSYLVANIA, 

The foregoing makes evident the impracticability of trying 
to link together all bearers of the name Brumfield, who exist or 
have existed within the borders of the United States . Accordingly 
this book will confine itself to descendants of Thomas Brumfield (or 
Bromfield) of Philadelphia (Later Berks Co.) Penna. In fact, due to 
lack of information, a majority of the descendants listed here also 
descendants of Solomon Brumfield, son of Thomas. 

Thomas Brumfield immigrated to America during the early 
1700s. The exact date of his coming is probably contained in hither- 
to unpublished records of ships enteringand leaving the Port of Phil- 
adelphia, Pa. The fact, that Thomas is the immigrant ancestor, is 
attested by a note left by his second great grandson, Strother Brum- 
field who lived in the home of David Brumfield, grandson to Thomas 
until he was nine years old. The note says simply: "Grandfather 
Brumfield* s grandfather came over from England." 

The earliest written evidence, which has been found, of 
Thomas Brumfield in America, is in the Court records of Philadel- 
phia where he signed as witness, the will of John Phillips, 1744-12- 

18. Thomas' wife was named Susannah . It is not known 

whether they were married in England or America Nor do we 
know whether he lived in the same place in Pennsylvania during the 
whole of his residence in America. 

Certain it is, that for the greater part of their residence 
here, they lived in what is now Berks Co. Pa. , in Amity Township, 
not far from the town of Amityville . Weavertown now stands very 
near to the exact location of their residence . In fact the earliest 
town, at this spot, was called Brumfieldville . A post office of this 
name existed here from 1828 till 1906. It was here thatThomas and 
Susannah reared their family, died and were buried . The exact 
birth dates of most of their children are unknown. The birthyear 
of Solomon Brumfield was either 1733 or late 1732. Martha Brumfield 
daughter of Thomas and Susannah, was married to William Ball in 
Berks Co . in the year 1741 . This would necessitate that her birth- 
year be not later than say 1725. It may therefore be assumed that 
Thomas and Susannah were settled in their home and in the bus- 
iness of raising a family by that year, unless indeed Martha was 
born in England. This family, at least those who reached maturity 
consisted of two sons, Solomon and Joseph, two daughters Martha 
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and Mary, and it is most probable a third daughter Margaret, judg- 
ing from Pennsylvania Marriage records for Berks County. 

THE NEIGHBORHOOD, 

Fig. 1 is a partial map of the present Berks Co. Pa. On this 
map, an attempt has been made to reconstruct, to an extent, the old 
neighborhood. The locations of the residences are given, as nearly 
as possible, for those people who are important to this story. First 
there is shown at (1) the Exeter Friend 1 s Meeting-house. This was 
the center of the Spiritual and social life of the Community. The 
first Meeting-house here was erected in 1736, George Boone having 
donated the land. The approximate location of the town of Brumfield - 
ville is shown at (2) on the map . Solomon Brumfield is listed as a 
shop keeper in the tax rolls of the year 1767. The town grew up a- 
round his store . This undoubtedly was the home site . Location (3) 
is the present town of Amityville and serves to connect the neigh- 
borhood with the present. Location (4) is the present town of Birds - 
boro . Col. Wm Bird whose name was connected with this town, was 
one of the most successful ironmongers of the early community. He 
was prominently connected with the conduct of the Revolutionary War, 
in furnishing iron to the newly formed Government. He lost most 
of his fortune in the inflationary period that followed the war. George 
Boone also lived near here. Location (5), the birthplace of Daniel 
Boone, is the Home of Squire Boone, Daniel's father. Daniel was 
very near to the age of Solomon Brumfield and undoubtedly a boy- 
hood companion . Location (6) is the Mordecai Lincoln home, where 
Anne Lincoln was most probably married to William Tallman. Lo- 
cation (7) out in the west end of the County is an approximate loca- 
tion of the home of Michael Gunckel, who considerably later quali- 
fied as grandfather to one branch of the family. Location (8) is the 
home of David Evans, father-in-law to Solomon Brumfield, whose 
name was given to Solomon's son, who is the forebear to a large 
section of the recorded Brumfields . Location (9) approximates the 
position of the home of John Ball, most probably the father of 
William Ball who married Martha Brumfield, daughter of Thomas. 
Finally location (10) approximates the position of the home of William 
Tallman, the husband of Anne Lincoln and father of Benjamin Tall- 
man. 

There were other neighbors of course. With the exception 
of Squire and Daniel Boone, all of the individuals mentioned became 
grandparents to some section of the Brumfield family listed here . 
One other home should be mentioned and would be located if the writer 
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was able to do so. Joseph Boone (son of George) and his son Joseph 
Jr. were grandfather and father respectively to Thomas Boone who 
married Susannah Br umfield, daughter of Solomon. These folks be- 
came grandparents to a very large section of the family. The 
Hintons (or Hentons) and the Morrises are often listed as old neigh- 
bors . They however seem never to have intermarried with the 
Brumfields . 

It will be noted, from the names of several of the townships, 
that this was a Welsh community. Most of the folks of the early 
neighborhood were of Welsh descent. Much of the rest of the County 
later became predominantly German, as suggested by such township 
names as Heidelberg, Bern, Muhlenberg, etc. 

It is not surely known just how many of these folks belonged 
to the Society of Friends at the Exeter Meeting-house. Certainly 
George Boone and his family did. They leave a considerable written 
record of membership. Tradition in the Brumfield family says that 
Solomon was a Quaker. However, there is no written proof of his 
membership, in such fragmentary records of the Meeting as are 
extant. An Ellen Brumfield, (2w) of Solomon Brumfield (1-2-6) is 
the only one of the name which has been found recorded as a member. 
It may be taken as further evidence of Quaker leanings that no mem- 
ber of this family has been found who served in the Revolutionary 
War . Nor can this be put down to Tory sympathies, for almost im- 
mediately after the war Solomon Brumfield is found intimately asso- 
ciated with a Solomon Mathew in extensive business ventures in Vir 
ginia . SolomSh Mathew had been a prominent Revolutionary soldier 
of the community . 

There is one other strong evidence of membership, by the 
Berks Co. Brumfields, in the Society of Friends. John Brumfield, 
son of Solomon, was raised in Berks. He married 1799, at the 
Abington Friends Meeting in Montgomery Co. , Margaret Ho Howell, 
dt of William Ho How ell . This marriage could not have taken place 
in the Meeting, unless both parties were members . This couple 
removed westward and arrived in Wayne Co. Ind* about the year 
1817. They were members of the West Grove Friends Meeting there, 
as early as 1819 . 

The Exeter Friends Meeting seems to have been the only 
religious organization in the early neighborhood, and its spiritual 
influence the one brought to bear on the community. Quaker influ- 
ence was traditionally a wholesome one but involved strict super- 
vision, by the Meeting, of the lives of the members of the Society. 
The Meeting frowned on marriages between its members and non- 
members of the Meeting. An example of the severity of this appli- 
cation of discipline is given later in this section, in discussing of 
some of the reasons for moving on. 
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ARRIVALS OF THE NEIGHBORS 

Of the neighbors shown on the Map (Fig. 1) it is probable 
that George Boone was first to arrive . His nine children were 
all born in England. Lithe year 1713 George sent his three older 
children to America to investigate the desirability of moving his 
family to America. George, the older of these children was only 19 
and Squire, the younger, was 17. The report was favorable and the 
father and his family came in the year 1717. They were Quakers 
and came to the Quaker town of Philadelphia . The boys had taken 
land about twenty miles above Philadelphia in what is now Bucks 
County Pa. , on the Delaware River. However, by the year 1719 or 
20 George Boone the father was located in Exeter Township of the 
present Berks Co. with 400 acres of land on the Schuylkill River. 

As previously suggested, it is likely that Thomas Brumfield 
was settled here, in the originally Swedish Township of Amity, 
possibly as early as the year 1725. This is based on the marriage 
date and the necessary birth date of his oldest child. 

Mordecai Lincoln was most probably the next arrival . He 
was a grandson of the immigrant ancestor, Samuel Lincoln of Hing- 
man, Mass. He drifted westward by stages. He acquired a wife, 
Hannah Salter, in Monmouth Co. , N. J. , before the year 1714. They 
removedto Chester Co . Pa. in the year 1720 and in what is now Berks 
Co. Pa. by 1727. Here he purchased 303 acres of land from Thomas 
Millard. On this land he built a stone house, which still stands. 
The walls are about two feet thick, and are laid in clay mixed with 
straw. This is one of the oldest houses in Berks Co . and is a mecca 
for visitors. It is in private hands. Mordecai Lincoln died there 
in the year 1736, the same year in which the house was built. 

Squire Boone , son of George and father to Daniel the famous 
Indian scout, came to the location shown on the map in the year 
1736. It is assumed thathe lived in his original location on the Del- 
aware up to that time. His original home, which has been added to 
still stands. 

William Tallman was the son of Benjamin Tallman and the 
grandson of Peter Tallman, the immigrant ancestor of this line. 
William Tallman is said to have been born in Portsmouth, R.I. and 
by another family source in Bode Island, near Newark, N.J. 
He married Anne Lincoln in what is now Berks Co . Pa . , in the year 
1740 and became a resident of Berks as shown on the map. He was 
a weaver by trade . He eventually removed to Virginia as noted at 
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a later place . 

John Ball . It is not known at what time John Ball came to 
Berks County. He died intestate, in Douglas Township, in the year 
1741. While it has not been proved beyond a doubt, it is highly prob- 
able that he was the father of William Ball, who married Martha 
Brumfield. As father to William, John Ball became a grandparent 
to all the descendants of William and Martha. A portion of these 
descendants are shown in this book. 

This listing of the neighbors does not exhaust them. It does 
however include most of the families whose members are known to 
have become grandparents to descendants of Thomas Brumfield. 
Names of these descendants appear in the genealogical section of 
the book. It is of interest to note that John Hanks also lived here in 
these early times . He left the community in or about the year 1750 
for Agusta Co . (later Rockingham County) , Va. in company with John 
Lincoln (brother to Ann Lincoln Tallman) and perhaps Squire Boone . 
John's granddaughter, Nancy Hanks, later married Thomas Lincoln, 
Grandson to John, and so became the mother to President Abraham 
Lincoln . 

COMMUNITY LIFE AND LIVILIHOOD , 

The region, now known as Berks County, was originally part 
of a much larger county called Philadelphia County. In the year 1752 
Berks was formed from a portion of Philadelphia County . Berks was 
twice reduced in size after its formation, once in 1772, to form 
Northumberland County, and again in 1811, to form Schuylkill County. 
These facts will throw light, at a later time, on the reason Solomon 
Brumfield had lands in more than one County . 

Amity Township was the oldest township in Berks, having 
been settled by Swedes in the year 1701. The name is supposed to 
reflect the amicable relations which were maintained by the early 
settlers with the Indians. Bethel, the westernmost township in the 
present County was not settled till 1733. 

In spite of the name Amity, for the first township, and the 
tradition of amicable Indian relations, Indian troubles continued 
sporadically till the year 1778, especially in the west of the 
County, where Indians had to cross Bethel Township to get to their 
flint quarries. About 1778 they were driven back across the Alle- 
gheny Mountains . The original George Boone house is said to have 
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been provided with port holes for firing a rifle, from inside the 
house, at attackers from without. The Indians were of the Le Nape 
or Delaware tribe . 

There were 70taxables in Berks County in the year 1741; the 
population, in the year 1810, was 1070; and in 1870 was 1646 . These 
figures must be read in the light of two reductions in size for the 
County. The first road to Philadelphia was the Tulpehocken Road 
in the year 1768 . The Oley road was built in 1736 from the ford 
at Reading to Amityville . Early roads consisted of a bed of stone 
with a finer stone overlay . There was no stage from Berks to Phila- 
delphia till 1789 . The first newspaper also came into being in that 
same year . However it was printed in German. The first English 
paper was published in 1796, the year Solomon Brumfield died. The 
fare from Philadelphia to Reading was two dollars, for a trip of 51 
miles . 

The Schuylkill River was the avenue of travel to Philadelphia . 
Down this river, the produce of the Community went to market. 
Boats, hewn from the log of a single tree, after the Indian fashion, 
were used for transport. As much as seventy bushels of wheat could 
be carried in one of these. In time of high water, rafts were also 
used. 

There was considerable controversary between these boat- 
men and the local residents. At certain seasons of the year great 
schools of shad came up the river . Local people constructed dams 
and fish wiers in the river to catch these fish. These wiers inter- 
fered with the boats bound for Philadelphia. Squire Boone was once 
asked to adjudicate one of these quarrels, which had resulted in a 
fight. As a result of his mediation, the boatmen were finally 
allowed to proceed . 

This brief survey of the history of the region indicates that 
at the beginning of the settlement, and for the duration of the lives 
of most of the residents, shown on the Map, Fig. 1, life was of a 
distinctly primitive pioneer character. The early houses were of 
logs, but stone being plentiful, they were later replaced by stone 
houses. Meat was supplied by hunting for deer, bear and other 
game from the woods . Corn and other grains were raised in the 
clearings . The Boones had a grist mill on Maxatawny Creek and 
there was another at the mouth of Maiden Creek. Plows and harrows 
were of wood, drawn by oxen; harness was of rope or deerhide; a 
sickle was used to cut grain and hay; clothing was woven from 
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sheep* s wool and flax and the first lights were fat lamps, and later 
tallow candles. Breeches were of deer hide and shoes were worn 
only in the winter,. TDeing hand made by the local cobbler with no 
distinction between rights and lefts . 

There was one factor in the Community that distinguished it 
from other pioneer settlements . This was the existence of an iron 
industry, which began at an early date . Thomas Potts built the Pool 
Bloomery Forge (a small stone furnace) on the Maxatawny Creek in 
the year 1716, and another, the Colebrookdale, in the year 1720 
Others prominent in the working of iron in Berks County were 
George Edge, Paul Udree, and later Col. Bird. Cannon were cast 
here for use of Washington's army. The first stove made in 
America was cast here in 1767 by Thomas Maybury, in the Hereford 
Furnace . 

The Iron industry arose from these conditions. First the 
Welsh knew something of iron working from experience in England 
before immigrating to America; second there was a plentiful supply 
of medium to low grade iron ore in the neighborhood, for use in 
smelting; and third there was an abundant supply of wood from which 
to make charcoal, used in the furnace to reduce the iron from its 
ore. 

The making of this charcoal was a never ending job, while 
the forests held out. It may perhaps be assumed that most of the 
young men of the neighborhood, who wished to work for wages, 
spent some time at this kind of work. The pay was perhaps as 
much as fifty cents a day during the latter part of the period, though 
it would have been expressed in terms of English coin earlier. The 
task was a lonely one for it required an attendant constantly, day 
and night for we^ks at a time. Stacks of poles and logs were made 
by placing them on end something in the fashion of a large fodder 
shock. When the rick was of the desired size it was covered with 
brush and leaves. Then earth was thrown over the surface to keep 
most of the air out. A slow fire was then started which burned con- 
tinuously for a long time, giving only enough heat to drive off, and 
consume the pitches and tars in the wood, thus leaving the pure car- 
bon for fuel in the iron furnace. This was the best sort of fuel, be- 
ing superior to present day coke made from coal, because it was 
free from sulphur . 

It is evident that the existence of this infant industry had a 
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great influence on the residents of the Berks Co. community . 
Mordecai Lincoln is described in one place as an iron monger. 
Solomon Brumfield, at a later time owned iron furnaces in Virginia, 
in company with Solomon Mathew . 

BRUMFIELDVILLE PENNSYLVANIA . 

Brumfieldville has been previously mentioned. It had a long 
life as lives of little pioneer towns went. The exact date of its ori- 
gin is unknown. It is probable that it sprang up 'spontaneously 
around a little country store . Solomon Brumfield (son of Thomas) 
is listed, for the year 1767, by thePenna Arcvives, as a shop keeper 
with a tax of 11 (pounds probably) on 45 acres, 2 horses, 3 cattle, 
and 12 sheep. He has the same listing for the year 1768. 

As a shop keeper he would need to replenish his store of 
goods from time to time. At that date, this would be done by freight 
wagon from Philadelphia, some fifty miles away. Freighters took 
great pride in their equipment, as evidenced by fancy harness and 
trappings, selection and grooming of horses etc. Thus the village 
of Brumfieldville grew around this little store. 

A United States postoffice of the name Brumfieldville existed 
here from the year 1828 till 1906. Jesse Brumfield (son of Solomon) 
was the first postmaster. Older residents of the community are 
still familiar with the name of the town though it is no more. The 
present day village of Weavertown lies very near to the location of 
the former Brumfieldville . 

NEIGHBORHOOD MARRIAGES. 



There were a number of Berks County marriages which re- 
sulted in grandparents for various branches of the Brumfield family. 
Some of these will be listed here for easy reference. Some of them 
also appear in the Genealogical Section . Nor is Berks the only Penn- 
sylvania County which figures in such marriages. Berks, Bucks, 
and Montgomery Counties almost come together at the extreme 
eastern tip of Berks. Marriages took place, during the time being 
discussed, in both Bucks and Montgomery Counties, which produced 
grandparents for some branches of the family. A few of these will 
also be included. 
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William Tallman and Anne Lincoln . 

Chronologically, the first of these marriages is that of 
William Tallman to Anne Lincoln. William Tallman was born in Ports 
mouth, R. I. , in 1720. He was the son of Benjamin Tallman and 
JoanBriggs, of that city. He drifted westward and arrived in Berks 
County Pa. , before 1740. There he married, in either 1740 or 1742 
Anne Lincoln ( daughter of Mordecai Lincoln and Sarah Jones) 
Mordecai Lincoln had just completed the building of a new house, of 
field stone laid in clay and straw. The house still stands, a meca 
for visitors, among them many descendants of the builder. It is 
possible that the marriage took place in this new home. 

Benjamin Tallman, the only one of the eleven children of 
William and Anne to reach maturity and marry, had a daughter 
Sarah Patience who married David Brumfield thus making these folks 
grandparents to all the descendants of David Brumfield (1-3-4) (See 
Tallman Family Appendix II) 

William Ball and Martha Brumfield. 



William Ball (probably the son of John Ball , see map, Fig. 1 ) 
married Martha Brumfield (daughter of Thomas Brumfield and Sus- 
annah ) circa 1741 in Berks Co. Pa. She was likely the oldest 

child of Thomas and Susannah, They did not remain long in Berks, 
but removed to Virginia, and became the grandparents of the many 
Ball descendants still living there, as noted in the Genealogical Sec- 
tion. 

Joseph Boone Jr. and Elizabeth Paxton. 

The record of marriages in Montgomery Co., Pa. shows 
that on 1743-1-19 a Joseph Boone Jr, was married to Elizabeth Pax- 
ton. While it is not proven beyond doubt that this man is the grand- 
son of George Boone of Berks, it is likely that it is so. Certain it 
is that Thomas Boone was a son of Joseph Boone Jr. and an Eliza- 
beth, last name unknown. Thomas Boone married Susannah Brum- 
field (daughter of Solomon) and thus became the progenitor of a 
large section of the Brumfield family . 

Solomon Brumfield and Sarah Evans . 



Solomon Brumfield was a brother to Martha Brumfield above 
(and son of Thomas and Susannah) . It was his store in Amity Town- 
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ship that later gave the name Brumfieldville to the little town that 
grew around the store. About the year 1755 he married Sarah Evans 

(daughter of David Evans and , of Cumuru Township). The 

wife of David Evans and mother to Sarah is not known to this writer . 
David Evans' will shows him to have been a man of substance. 
Failure to mention his wife indicates that she was dead when the will 
drawn . 

A majority of the folks whose records constitute this book 
are descendants of Solomon and Sarah. This marriage is therefore 
of importance to the record . Sarah and Solomon lived their entire 
lives in Berks County and are buried there, possibly in the Burying 
Ground of the Exeter Friends Meeting. He died in the year 1797 
and she between the year 1775, when her last child was born, and 
the year 1795, when the will was drawn. 

Joseph Brumfield (1-3) and Dorothy Glenson. 

Joseph Brumfield was a brother to Solomon and ( son of 
Thomas and Susannah). The Penna -Archives gives the date of his 
marriage to Dorothy Glenson as 1760-10-24. Nothing is known of 
the antecedants of Dorothy Glenson. There were two daughters of 
this marriage, Martha and Mary, according to the will of Thomas 
Brumfield. Joseph Brumfield was dead by 1770-3-20, when letters 
of Administration were granted to his wife Dorothy and Henry 
Roberts. Nothing further is known of the children. 

Thomas Jones and Mary Brumfield (1-2) 

Nothing is known of the parentage of Thomas C Jones . Mary 
Brumfield was a daughter of Thomas and Susannah and sister to 
Solomon Brumfield . The marriage took place in Berks Co . Pa . 
1762-10-6, according to the Penna Archives. Mary Jones was alive 
1774-4-5, when Thomas Brumfield* s will was drawn. That she was 
not in good favor with her father or did not need an inheritance is 
indicated by the fact that he left her only five shillings . The will 
mentions no children. We have no further record of this marriage. 

Daniel Craig and Margaret Brumfield (1-5) 

The Penna Archives (2nd Series^ Vol 2) shows this marriage 
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occured in Berks Co . Pa . , 1763-1-15 . The will of Thomas Brumfield 
mentions neither Margaretnor Daniel Craig. It is not entirely cer- 
tain that Margaret was a daughter of Thomas and Susannah. The 
proximity of this marriage to those of the other children of Thomas, 
both in text and time, leads one to suspect that she was a daughter. 
Also there has come down to the writer, through the family, an old 
deerskin bound copy of the NAVIGATOR, used by the pioneers in float 
ingdown the Allegheny, Monogahela, Ohio, and Mississippi Rivers 
to new lands. On the fly leaf of this book is scrawled in dim pencil 
tracing, the name DANIEL CRAIG. This could be coincidence 
but these two pieces of evidence have induced the writer to include 
this marriage in the hope that some descendant maybe enabled to a- 
gain make connection with the family. Nothing further is known of 
this marriage. 

Benjamin Tallman and Dinah Boone . 

Of the eleven children of William Tallman and Anne Lincoln, 
Benjamin was the only one to reach maturity and marry . Dinah 
Boone was the daughter and fifth child of Benjamin Boone and his 

second wife, Susannah . Benjamin and Dinah were married in 

Berks Co. Pa., 1764-11-9. It was their second child Sarah Patience 
who married David Brumfield (1-2-4), in Virginia. These folks 
qualify as grandparents to all who descend from David Brumfield 
(1-2-4). 

Thomas Boone and Susannah Brumfield. 



Thomas Boone was the son of Joseph Boone and his wife Eliz- 
abeth (Paxton perhaps). Joseph Boone Jr. in turn was the son of 
Joseph Sr. who was the son of George Boone II, and MaryMaugridge. 
Susannah Brumfield was the daughter and oldest child of Solomon 
Brumfield and Sarah Evans . 

Thomas Boone and Susannah Brumfield (1-2-1) were married 
in Berks Co . in the year 1782. A great many of their descendants 
are listed in the genealogical section of this book. They made many 
moves and both died at Oxford, Ohio . 

John Michael Gunckel and Margaret. 

John Michael Gunckel was an immigrant from the Palatinate 
of Germany, perhaps as early as 1740. He lived in Bethel Town- 
ship, Berks Co. Pa. He married, circa 1742-3, to Margaret 
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He served in the Revolutionary War and died in Berks Co. after 1805. 
Descendants of this couple did not marry into the family till consid- 
erably later, for there was race prejudice also in those days. These 
folks qualify as grandparents to descendants of Ray C . Brumfield 
(1-2-4-9-6-5-2) and Vernie Gunkle. 

Pennsylvania Marriages other Than Berks. 

It has been previously mentioned that the Counties of Bucks and 
Montgomery, contagious to Berks, were also former homes of grand 
parents to branches of the family. Inter -marriages took place years 
later in locations farther west, perhaps because migration routes 
of folks from certain localities tended to follow a pattern. 

Jacob Van Pelt and Sarah Ryan (Perhaps the Dutch Ruyne) 

Jacob Van Pelt was the son and seventh child of Johannis Van 
Pelt and Cornelia Slaight of Bucks Co. Pa. These people were from 
an old family which settled on Long Island N. Y. in 1763. Sarah 
Ryan (or Ruyne) was the daughter of Daniel Ryan of Upper Make- 
field, a miller of Bucks Co . They were married in the year 1784 in 
Bucks County and removed at once to Loudoun Co . Va . where Jacob 
had land , 

Jacob Van Pelt was the youngest of six sons of his parents . 
When the Revolutionary War broke out, his five elder brothers went 
into the service and left him at home to look after his mother and 
sisters. He was young, about 16 years old, and chafed under the 
necessity of remaining at home. He mingled with the soldiers, did 
teamster work and eventually ran off across the Delaware River to 
New Jersey and joined the troops. On his return home after the war 
he was not cordially received and as a result, he left for Virginia. 

These people and their forbears qualify as grandparents to 
all those descended from Jesse Brumfield (1-2-4-9-6) and Harriett 
Ellis. 

Conroad Dudderar & Magdalene Schweitzer . 

Conrad Dudderar was of the second generation from the im- 
migrant ancestor, George Phillip Duddra, from the Palatine in Ger- 
many. He lived and died in Montgomery Co . Pa . Conrad Dudderar 
married in Montgomery County Pa. in January, 1732, Magdalene 
Schweitzer (daughter of ) , 

The two oldest of their children, Jacob Dutrow and Conrad 
Dudderar removed to Maryland early in their lives, where (pre sum- 
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ably) they were married. These two sons, their wives and forbears 
qualify as grandparents to all those descended from Elijah Stanton 
Brumfield (1-2-4-9-6-5) & Roella Dutrow. Both these sons lived in 
Maryland. Conrad Dudderar later served as Captain in the Revo- 
lutionary Way . 

The variations in spellings of names of men from the same 
German family is typical of name changes amongst Germans in 
America. There are some twenty four variations in the spelling of 
the name by members of this family. 

John Brumfield and Margaret Hollowell . 

John Brumfield (7th son and ninth child of Solomon Brumfield 
and Sarah Evans and grandson of Thomas the immigrant ancestor) 
married Margaret Hollowell (daughter of William Hollowell and 

of AbingtonTp, Montgomery Co. Pa.) at the Abington Friends 

Meeting 1799-6-6. This was about the time of Solomon BrumfiekTs 
death and it is presumed that this couple began residence in North- 
ampton Co . , where the will of Solomon Brumfield left jointly 400 
acres of land to Amos and John Brumfield. 

However this may be, it is certain that John and Margaret 
were in Wayne Co. Ind. by about the year 1818, and members of the 
West Grove Friends Meeting. They died there and are buried in the 
old cemetery at Centerville, Ind. They are grandparents to all de- 
scendants of John (1-3-9) and Margaret Brumfield. 

MOVING ON . 



Residents of Berks Co. Pa. of the 1700s, like those in other 
pioneer regions, were prone to move on to other locations, even 
before the settlement of their own locale was completed. Reasons 
for this restlessness were varied, ranging from personal ones to 
others more or less common to all. Migration was more appealing 
to the young than to the older folks. Youth, as they came into adult- 
hood, found the better land taken and the possibility of obtaining a 
foothold made more difficult because of prices increased over those 
which obtained for newer lands . Also the romance of the far places 
had a special appeal to young people . 

While romance appealed to youth, opportunities for profit- 
able investments in new lands were also attractive to the more ma- 
ture residents and so we find that they as well as the young also re- 
moved on occasion from their settled existence . 
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A racial factor is said to have been an important influence 
leading to migration. Germans were moving into the western 
portion of the present Berks Co . , as early as the 1730s . The Eng- 
lish and Welsh were accustomed to refer to them as the "Dumb 
Dutch." Interracial prejudice was prevalent in those days, induced 
by conflicts and wars , rooted in Europe , which are not familiar to 
present day readers . The Germans were thrifty and had earlier 
and better schools than were available to the English and Welsh 
settlers. It is likely that such facts induced a feeling of envy. It is 
said that such conflicts of cultures were influential in promoting mi- 
grations , 

The last factor to be mentioned is connected with the attitudes 
of the Exeter Friends Meeting. This has been previously noted as 
the center of the spiritual life of the community . It was then a tenet 
of the Friends Society that the body of the meeting was responsible 
for the personal conduct of its individual members . This concept 
maintained for a period of one hundred and fifty years after this 
time. It extended to the regulation of the details of the lives of each 
member. If marriage was proposed, the Society insisted that its 
members were free to marry only with another member. A com- 
mittee of the meeting was appointed to investigate the freedom of 
each party from obligations to others before permission was given 
for the marriage . Marriage by a member to one outside the Society 
was forbidden . If such a marriage took place the offending member 
was subsequently called before the meeting and caused to acknow - 
ledge his error. When he failed to do so he was disowned for mar- 
riage contrary to discipline . Oversight by the meetingwas extend- 
ed to other private activities of the member such as lying, cheating, 
the use of profanity, lack of chastity and many other matters . 

As an example of the severity that such oversight might at- 
tain, is cited the example of an experience of George Boone III, who 
was instrumental in establishing the Exeter Meeting and who gave 
the land for the Meeting-house. One of his daughters (possibly 
Sarah) married a German fellow (possibly Jacob Storer) . Of course 
the marriage was accomplished surrepticiously, Jacob being a non- 
member. The newly married couple came to the home of George 
Boone, arriving after nightfall. He kept them over night. Subse- 
quently he was brought before the Meeting and censured for his con- 
nection with a marriage of a member, accomplished contrary to 
discipline, the member being his own daughter. George meekly 
acknowledged his fault. He told the Meeting that the newly-weds 
came there after night and that he could think of no other course at 
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the time, than to give them shelter . 

To modern day folks this may seem harsh. However, at 
this time the Society of Friends was not the only religious organi- 
zation which exercised close supervision of its membership . There 
are records later of Baptists in Virginia, following a somewhat 
similar course . In spite of events such as recorded, the influence 
of the Friends was a wholesome and beneficial one . That there was 
restiveness under the spiritual rule of the Society, is however evi- 
denced by the fact that many members who removed from Berks, 
later became members of other denominations . 

MIGRATIONS OF THE PENNSYLVANIANS . 

Migrations from Berks County, of old neighbors and family 
grand parents continued for a period of eighty years of more. Rec- 
ords of these movements are not very accurate, particularly as to 
dates. We are therefore forced, in recording such movements, to 
do some intelligent guessing, based on such facts as exist. 

At and during the last half of the 18th centure, the French 
were intrenched along the Mississippi River and the Spanish in 
Florida. The Indians and the mountains were barriers to the west- 
ward. Consequently migrations atfirst were southward from Berks 
into Virginia and the Carolinas . The principal migrations of the 
second and third generations are summarized on the map. (Fig. 2) 

The William Balls to Virginia . 

William Ball and his new wife, Martha (Brumfield) Ball were 
among the first to leave Berks. They were married in 1741 or 42, 
in Berks Co. Pa, One source states that the wedding took place in 
Culpepper Co. Va. William Ball's father John d. in 1741. This was 
a factor in breaking up the family. William and Martha Ball deeded 
150 acres of land, in Hanover Tp. , Philadelphia Co. Pa. , to Robert 
May, 1743-8-3. Their son Thomas is said to have been born in Cul- 
pepper Co. Va., in the year 1742. All this indicates that the date of 
removal was in the early 1740s, perhaps soon after the death of 
William's father. The family persisted in this general region of 
Virginia for a period of one hundred and fifty years. Descendants 
may still reside in the general locality of Culpepper and adjacent 
counties of Virginia. 

There was a special circumstance that held the Balls to this 
place . William Ball had a nephew , Joseph Ball , who died without issue

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in the year 1821. He was quite wealthy and having no direct descen- 
dants he left his property to descendants of William and Martha. 
The estate was in more or less constant litigation till the year 1900. 
During the interim the Ball heirs were in constant expectancy of 
some return from the estate. At or about the year 1900 the estate 
was entirely consumed by expenses and legal fees. 

In spite of this deterrent to migration, some of the Balls did 
move on from Virginia. Sarah Ball (dt of William and Martha, m. 
a John Daniel and died in Morristown Pa. Thomas Ball (s. Wm & 
Martha) died in Kentucky in 1820. A nephew (s. John Ball) died 
there in 1884. Little further is known of the family. The Genealog- 
ical Section gives early names and dates. 

Other Migrations . 

No other child of Thomas and Susanna Brumfield moved 
southward. Old neighbors and grandparents did leave, however. 
Also grand children later left for the south. 

Squire Boone, together with the Hanks family, moved south- 
ward about the year 1750 . The Squire Boone family tarried a year 
in what is now Rockingham Co. Va., in the rough neighborhood of 
Harrisonburg. They gradually drifted further south. Daniel mar- 
ried Rebecca Bryan and settled on the upper reaches of the Yadkin 
River in North Carolina. From this base he made his well known 
explorations across the mountains, into the flat lands of Kentucky. 

Benjamin and William Tallman. 

Benjamin Tallman (s . of William Tallman and Anne Lincoln) 
moved to the neighborhood of Harrisonburg Va., about the year 
1779. His father also moved to the same neighborhood, though the 
date of this move is not recorded. Benjamin, being the only, one of 
William's large family to reach adulthood, it may be assumed that 
the parents left at about the same time as the son. 

They lived in a little community centered around a Baptist 
church (of the so-called "Hard Shell' 1 variety) called the Linville 
Creek Baptist Church. This was about twelve miles north and a 
little west of the city of Harrisonburg. There is an old cemetery 
at the original location of the church, about a half mile east of the 
creek . The newer log church (built from the logs of the original 
location) was falling into decay in the year 1930. The cemetery was 
badly infested with ground hogs and not many tombstones remained 
at this time. William Tallman died here in 1791-2-13, and is pre-

sumably buried in the old cemetery. His wife Anne (Lincoln) Tall- 
man died here 1812-12-22. 

Benjamin Tallman and his wife Dinah (Boone) Tallman again 
moved from Linville Creek to Canal Winchester, in Franklin Co 
Ohio. He died there 1820-6-4 and she 1824-8-25. They are buried 
in a family plot oh a farm owned by their son William, in Walnut 
Tp. , Pickaway Co . , Ohio . Descendants of Benjamin and Dinah have 
continued to live in the general locality till the present time. 

John Lincoln 

John Lincoln (brother to Anne (Lincoln) Tallman) also mi- 
grated to the Linville Creek Baptist Church neighborhood. He was, 
for a number of years, clerk of the Church. He was also great 
grandfather to President Abraham Lincoln. 

Thomas and Susannah Boone . (Third Generation.) 

Thomas Boone married Susannah Brumfield (dt of Solomon) , 
in Berks County Pa . , in the year 1782 . They lived at first in Berks 
Co . , but not for long. By the year 1791 they were in Upper Sandusky, 
Ohio, north of the present city of Marion. This is contrary to the 
rule stated that early movements took place to the southward. It 
may have been by way of the Great Lakes as so many later ones 
were routed. There may have been a special reason for this initial 
move. In any case they did not remain there long. They treked 
southward across the state of Ohio and their sixth child (Brumfield 
Boone) was born in the block house at Bryant's Station, Kentucky 
late in the year of 1791. In 1794 they again moved to a point on the 
Little Miami River, above Cincinatti, Ohio. Later they moved to 
the City of Cincinatti. Finally in the year 1807, they made their 
last move to Oxford, Ohio, in Oxford Tp. , Butler Co. Ohio. Here 
they both died and are buried in the Indian Creek Baptist Cemetery, 
near Oxford, 

These frequent moves illustrate the extreme restlessness 
of the pioneer . They are matched by the equally frequent move - 
ments of the family of Daniel Boone, the famous frontiersman, who 
was a first cousin to Thomas Boone . 

Thomas and David Brumfield. 



Solomon and Sarah (Evans) Brumfield had six sons. Half of 
these migrated and lived their lives outside Berks County. It is 
probable that Thomas and David were sent away on their father's 
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business. It will be remembered that Solomon Brumfield, in com- 
pany with a man named Solomon Mathew, engaged in a land venture 
in the Shenandoah Valley, of Virginia, immediately following the 
Revolutionary War . It may be inferred that the location of this land 
was in the locality of the Linville Greek Baptist Church previously 
mentioned. The nature of this property is not well defined. An old 
tax record gives the acerage of land and the number of T souls' in- 
volved. From this we may guess that there was land rented to ten- 
nants. Also there is an iron furnace mentioned. Some of the 
'souls 1 may have been employed in operating the furnace. In any 
case it appears that Solomon Brumfield delegated the supervision 
of his interests, in Virginia, to his sons David and Thomas. David 
married Patience Tallman (dt of Benjamin and Dinah Boone) there in 
the year 1786. David is mentioned in "Wayland's Virginia Valley 
Records' 1 amongst the land owners, for the year 1789, as follows: 

"Brumfield & Co., 79 acres; David Brumfield (not 
com . etc) 320 acres . " Military District No . 6 

A military record also mentions his name. 

"Vouchers in Capt. John Hardman's Co. , No 2. 
David Broomfield (Brumfield) 1 -horse". 

The name of Thomas Brumfield is not mentioned, but he is known 
to have been associated with David during their stay in Virginia. 

Solomon left the land in Virginia to the two brothers, jointly, 
when he died in 1797. There are several records of David's wife, 
Patience, in the Linville Creek Baptist Church. 

Thomas Brumfield never married as long as he lived in Vir- 
ginia. David Brumfield' s wife Patience bore him seventeen children 
from 1786 till 1810. She died in Virginia in the year 1816, and was 
buried in the old cemetery of the Linville Creek Baptist Church. 
About the year 1817, John Brumfield, the younger brother of David 
and Thomas stopped at the Virginia home, on his migration which 
eventually ended in Wayne County Indiana, near Centerville. The 
exact sequence of events which followed is uncertain. It is possible 
that Thomas departed from Pennsylvania and accompanied his 
brother John west. Certain it is that by the year 1821 he also was 
in Wayne Co. Indiana, near Centervilie, and married for the first 
time, at age 71, to a Mary Crawford, much younger than himself. 
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He died in Wayne Co. , Indiana, in the year 1841. In the interim his 
home there was a meccaand stoppingplace for many of the nephews 
from both the David Brumfield family and from the Thomas and Su- 
sannah Boone family. 

David Brumfield had lost his wife in 1816. His eldest son 
Solomon had left home and gone down the Ohio, and was not heard 
from again. His next son William Tallman was in Ohio, land- 
looking and visiting his grandparents, Benjamin and Dinah Tall- 
man. David himself made a trip to Ohio in 1817 and visited relatives 
as well as looked the situation over. He also acquired a new wife 
at some unknown date, by name Jane McCleery (probably a widow). 
At an unknown date between 1817 and 1820 he moved with his minor 
children and possibly some married ones to a new home near Lan- 
caster, in Fairfield Co. O. He was then well past sixty years of 
age but apparently vigorous . On the farm which he took in Hocking 
Tp. Fairfield Co. O. , is one of those peculiar geological formations 
known as knobs. The sandstone protrudes upward from the plain 
for perhaps two or more hundreds of feet. On the side of this knob, 
David Brumfield built the house shown in Fig. 3. This stands today 
It is of brick and stone . The stone basement faces down the side of 
the knob on one side and is buried in the hillside on the other three. 
There is a quarry at the top of the knob where the stones for this 
basement were obtained. The initials "D.B." may still be seen in 
this quarry. As they were quarried, these stones were rolled down 
the hill to the building site and incorporated in the wall . Some 
of them are quite large, weighing over a ton. This basement has a 
large fireplace at either end and is paved with brick. It was the 
family kitchen and living room . Sleeping quarters were in the two 
upper stories of brick. The entrance to the house is by means of a 
winding switch back type road which goes past the house on the up- 
hill side. There is a porch here all across the long side. Here 
David Brumfield lived till his death in 1849. Many of his grandchil- 
dren also lived here at various times . David was buried on the 
farm of his son-in-law, Isaac Hedges, only about a half mile from 
the Brumfield Knob. His daughter Dinah, wife of Isaac Hedges was 
also buried here, in 1832. 

David Brumfield brought two female slaves with him to Ohio 
from Virginia. Ella Brumfield (1-2-4-5-11) who knew David (as a 
young girl) stated that they habitually got sick on wash day. 

Thomas Brumfield is buried in Bryant Cenetery, Center 
Tp., Wayne Co. Indiana.

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John Brumfield and Esther (Brumfield) Patton . 

Half of the ten children of Solomon and Sarah (Evans) Brum- 
field of Berks Co, Pa., left the home location and migrated south- 
ward and westward. The last two to go were John Brumfield, the 
youngest son, and Esther, the last child. The Will of Solomon 
Brumfield leftthetwo sons Amos and John, jointly, about 400 acres 
of land in Northumberland Co. Pa. This was in the year 1797, when 
John was 26 years of age. He married Margaret Hollowell three 
years later. Esther Brumfield was 22 years old when her father's 
Will was probated. She received from the will a bedstead and bed 
clothes for that one bed, together with one hundred and fifty pounds 
in money (gold or silver) . 

Itis presumed that John Brumfield lived onhis land for some 
time. Nothing is known of his life until his move west, except his 
marriage to Margaret Hollowell in the Abington Friends Meeting of 
Montgomery Co. Pa. The first record of his westward move is from 
a letter from David Brumfield to his son William Tallman, then in 
Ohio. This letter is dated 1817-3-29. In a foot note he says: 

ft N. B. Give my compliments to brother John and all his 
family" . Thus it is evident that John Brumfield and his family were 
on the march westward by the spring of the year 1817. William 
Tallman Brumfield was probably in Ohio near his grand parents at 
the time he received the letter, which suggests that John Brumfield 
was in the same neighborhood. Itis further likely that he had pre- 
viously been past David Brumfield 1 s home in Virginia. Thus it is 
possible that he made a stop between Virginia and Indiana for as 
much as a year or more . In any case by the year 1819 he was set- 
tled in Wayne Co. Indiana, near the town of Centerville and had be- 
come a member of the West Grove Friend's Meeting. 

Esther (Brumfield) Patton eventually arrived at the same 
place. She was unmarried, at the year of her father's death. Little 
is known of her life except through her will made in 1838. This 
little is that she was childless; her husband's name was Patton; that 
he was already dead; that she left her property to children of John 
Brumfield and of Susannah (Brumfield) Boone . From these facts we 
may possibly surmise that Esther Brumfield, being the youngest 
child, next in age to John, went west with him in 1817, as a single 
woman; that she, at some subsequent time, married a man named 
Patton who was dead before 1838. Esther Patton died in Wayne Co. 
Indiana either in late 1838 or before February, 1839. Her place of 
burial is unknown. John Brumfield died in April, 1835. He and his 
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wife Margaret are buried in the old Cemetery, Centerville, Indiana. 

The Stay -At -Homes. 

The following children of Solomon and Sarah (Evans) Brum- 
field were left in Berks County, after the migrations: Joseph, Sol- 
omon, Sarah, Jesse and Amos. Of these five there are known the 
following facts: Joseph was dead before 1795. He is not mentioned 
in his father's Will- There is no record of his marriage. Jesse 
and Solomon continued to live in Berks Co . on land left to them by 
their father's will, in the year 1797 . Jesse did not marry till late 
in life (age 59) and had no children of his own though he raised three 
step children. He was the first postmaster of the Brumfieldville 
Postoffice (est. 1828) and may have held the post till his death in 
1833. 

Solomon Brumfield married later in life than was usual in 
pioneer communities (age 34). There were no children by the first 
marriage . He married a second time at age 47 . There was only 
one child Elizabeth by this marriage . She married a George T. 
Leonard . Nothing further is known of this line . 

The last two of the stay-at-homes were Sarah. and Amos. 
Neither of these married. Amos was dead by 1823, almost as soon 
as his brother John left for the west. The date of Sarah's death is 
unknown 

Thus the total contribution of the five stay-at-homes to the 
future family was the one daughter Elizabeth of Solomon. This may 
be contrasted with the children of David, Susannah and John who 
left for the west. David had seventeen (14 reached maturity); Su- 
sannah had nine; and John had six. From this might be concluded 
that the weaker ones stayed at home, or from another viewpoint 
that the hardships of establishing a home in new country was bene- 
ficial to the continuity of the family .

It will be, convenient to group these families according to the 
third generation families from which they sprang. 

Fourth Generation Members, being children of Thomas Boone and 
Susannah (Brumfield) Boone . 

William Boone w as married to Salome Price almost as soon 
as the last child of his parents was born, Ca . 1807. It might be in- 
ferred that the marriage took place in Butler Go. Ohio, where his 
parents lived at the time . There are only two children of record, 
both b. in Hamilton Co. Ohio. It is presumed that he lived there 
for some time. His wife married a second time to Peter Conley. 
It therefore is likely that William died early. His place of burial 
is unknown. One of his daughters, Eliza was married in Wayne Go. 
Indiana, and the other in Butler Co . Ohio. An intelligent guess is 
that he may have died in Hamilton Co . Ohio > 

Sarah (Boone) Watson wife of William Watson is little known. 
Her Aunt Esther (Brumfield) Patton mentions her in the Will. From 
this it is possible that she was one of the nieces who came by Wayne 
Co. Indiana, in moving west, and that she was in the neighborhood 
in 1838. However her places of residence and burial are unknown. 

Not enough is known of the other children, of Thomas and 
Susannah (Brumfield) Boone, excepting Brumfield and Elizabeth to 
be worth mention. Such information as does exist is given in the 
Genealogical Section. 

Brumfield Boone , was the sixth child of Thomas and Susannah 
Boone, born in the block house, at Bryants Station in Kentucky. He 
married Maria Wood of New York, in Butler Co. Ohio, in 1817. It 
is believed that they continued to live in Butler Co. Ohio, till the 
fall of 1839, when they moved to Washington Tp. , Decatur Co . bid., 
where they continued to live the rest of their lives. Both are buried 
at Greensburg, Indiana, 

Elizabeth (Boone) (McLain) Mc Williams was the ninth and 
youngest child of Thomas Boone and Susannah (Brumfield) Boone . 
She married in Butler Co . Ohio, John McLain in 1817 . They contin- 
ued to live in Butler Co. till his death in 1831. To them were born 
nine children. Eight years after his death she married in 1839 John 
McWilliams, who was more than thirty years older than she was. 
One child, Elizabeth was born to this marriage. They continued to 
live in Butler Co. Ohio till the death of Elizabeth in 1849 . She was 
buried in Oxford, Ohio. At an unknown subsequent date Jofin Mc- 
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Williams took his child, also called Elizabeth, and moved to Harri- 
son Co. Iowa where he died at the age of 93 years, and is buried on 
the home farm. He lived to see his daughter, Elizabeth, married 
a year before his death. 

Fourth Generation Members , being children of David Brumf ield and 
Patience (Tallman) Brumfield . 

Solomon Brumf ield was the oldest son and first child to reach 
maturity. He left home possibly at the age of twenty one (family 
tradition) but probably later and went down the Ohio River. David 
Brumfield writes of him to his brother Wm. Tallman, in the year 
1817, and says he has heard nothing of Solomon. It may be possible 
that an accident befell him. He was not heard from again. 

Ann (Brumfield) Gilmore married John Gilmore in Rocking- 
ham Co. Virginia, in the year 1808. They lived there till David, 
the father, came to Ohio about 1820. The Gilmores also came at or 
about the same time and lived at Kirker sville Ohio . Before the year 
1853 they again moved, this time to Carroll Co. Illinois. Here 
Ann (Brumfield) Gilmore died and is buried in the Oak Hill Cem. at 
Mt . Carroll . John Gilmore died also, at age 62, not too far from 
the date of his wife's death. The place of his burial is unknown, 

William Tallman Brumfield the fifth child of Patience and 
David Brumfield was in Ohio in the year 1816, This is evident from 
the following letter from his father: 

March 29th 1817. 

Dear Son: - (William Tallman Brumfield) 

Read your lastletter after my — to you, After your Mother's 
death just a few days before Christmas . I have often thought of 
writing to you but must confess I have been very slothful in not 
writing sooner. We are all in good health at this time thanks to the 
God of mercy for his many blessings we receive from day to day 
and in hopes that this may find you in the same situation We have 
had a cold winter and snow till this month we have had two deep 
snows but not lasting ones. Your brothers Thomas and Samuel 
Brumfield is in the mountains this 3 or 4 weeks boiling sugar We 
made a quantity last season. Your brother Jesse has goneto Joseph 
Horn to learn the millwright trade. He went first of Feb. last. 
George Christman and wife are both dead he died the last of August 
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the old lady died the last of Janurary Elmer Savage has died lately, 
Samuel M. C. Williams is our county clerk, no accounts from 
Solomon since I wrote you before Your uncle James Tallman and 
his daughter Rebecca was in with us this winter & your uncle Ben- 
jamin has been in the State of Ohio & Kentucky just returned home 
your *Grandfather and Mother with all our relations were well when 
he left there 3rd April I have begun to finish my letter Benjamin 
Tallman came with his wife on last Tuesday they were all well the 
boys have just returned from the sugar camp they made about two 
hundred (?) (keilers possibly) 

We are all well at this time please write to me by the time of our 

election which will take place by (?) 

I am and remain your loving father 

David Brumfield. 

N. B. Give my love and compliments to Brother Jn°. & all his 

family . 

* -- Benjamin Tallman & Dinah (Boone) Tallman. 

(The above letter is in the possession of Mrs Katherine (Brumfield) 
McGinty of Mansfield, Ohio.) 

The exact location of William Tallman Brumfield at the 
time the letter was written is not evident. The activities in which 
he engaged are also missing. It may be surmised that he spent 
some time with his grandparents at Canal Winchester, Ohio. The 
letter makes it evident that he was not there in February, 1817. It 
is also a probability that he had visited his uncle and aunt Thomas 
and Susannah Boone at Oxford, Ohio. 

It is probable that he was looking at the land and making de- 
cisions as to his future location. This was called "land looking" by 
the pioneers . At some unknown location and uncertain time (prob- 
ably ca 1823) he acquired a wife, Ruth Kelsey. It might be sur- 
mised that she was a native of Limestone, Kentucky, since that is 
where they took up residence. The address was Limestone St. 
These facts come from a quaint invitation to the funeral of Ruth 
(Kelsey) Brumfield which was held 1823-9 -(18 probably) . Such funer- 
al invitations are somewhat rare and a fac simile of this one is 
printed below as a matter of interest. It may seem a curious cus- 
tom to have issued such an invitation. When, however, it is consid- 
ered means of communication were few, newspapers being published 
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weekly or less frequently, some such device was necessary to get 
the news of the death and funeral to the neighborhood. It will be 
noticed that the invitation is issued on the day of the funeral. It is 
likely that it was delivered in person by a servant.

Therewas only one child to thisunion, William K. Brumfield. 
It is an intelligent guess that the mother died at child birth, which 
would approximately fix the birthdate . 

Before the end of the year 1824, William Tallman Brumfield 
had returned to Fairfield Go. Ohio, in the neighborhood where his 
father David lived. It is not evident whether he brought the child 
Wm K., with him, or whether it may have remained with the people 
of its mother. In any case William Tallman Brumfield married a 
second time 1824-12-26, to Rachel Peters in Fairfield Co. Ohio . 
The child Wm K. Brumfield is not mentioned in the records of this 
second family. This man is never again heard from till the year 
1873 when he signed papers in connection with his father's estate. 

Wm Tallman Brumfield and Rachel(Peters) Brumfield con- 
tinued to live in Fairfield Co. Ohio, for the remainder of their 
lives. .Of their eleven children there were only two sons, Thomas 
Davis and Tallman . Red hair has been prevalent in the Brumfield 
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family. It is said that Tallman Brumfield had red hair. 

Wm Tallman Brumfield, together with his brother-in-law 
Andrew Hunter, acted as executors of the estate of the father > 
David Brumfield; who died in 1849. All records extant of the han- 
dling of the estate are under the name of William Tallman Brumfield. 
A copy of a letter of his detailing the estate, dated 1849-10-27, is 
printed below as a matter of interest to descendants of David Brum- 
field. 
"Dear Brother" Lancaster, O., Oct 27-1849. 

"I am now prepared to inform you in particulars respecting 
Father's estate. We are as well as usual. Our ailing daughter is 
not (as able) to walk at this time as she had been during the sum- 
mer. My own health is not good. The friends are mostly well ex- 
cept James Hunter's wife (possibly Abagail (Gilmore) Hunter . She 
is in bad health and not likely to ever recover it again. We had no 
collery in Lancaster nor nearer than Columbus. There was many 
deaths in that place . 

"In your last letter you wished to know whether I received 
your letter informing us of the death of your son (J°hn). For an ex- 
cuse in not answering you I must say that I have become to negligent 
in writing to my friends not through disrespect atall. I must plead 
my b d health and domestic difficulty. 

"I will now give you the particulars of the estate. I had the 
farm appraised a few days ago. It was in bad condition, fences and 
everything out of order. It was appraised at twenty five dollars and 
sixty -five and two thirds cents (per acre) --thought too low. I have 
advertice the farm for sale for two or three months and on the 
twentieth inst. I sold it at thirty dollars per acre. It contained two 
hundred and thirteen acres and eight poles amounting to $ 6 391 50 
One third in hand and the balance in two equal payments, with 
interest from the day of sale. It is thought by friends and neigh- 
bors that it is the best condition that I could make of it. I do not 
think that the rents for two years would have put it in good repair . 
The Will directs me to put the money on interest till all is collected 
and then to make an equal divide. Mary Parrott receive the 
interest of her shear and if she should die without issue then her 
shear will be divided among the balance of the heirs. There isbut 
few debts . I will give you the amount of debts due the estate and 
notes and accounts against the heirs .

"Without some rents to collect yet. This statement will show you 
very nearly the summation of the estate you will receive --that 
some of the heirs have had very little as yet and from this statement 
you can find what each may expect.

N.B. I said nothing about step mother*. The will provides that 
three hundred dollars be put to interest for her use during her life. ,

*Step Mother was Jane QtfcCleery) Brumfield 

The settlement of this estate dragged on for a number of 
years with some acrimony amongst some of the younger children 
as to special claims. There is a record of claims especially from 
Benjamin and Samuel Brumfield. One pitiful letter from Benjamin 
Brumfield' s daughter Sarah Jane is published later, which has a 
bearing on the estate. There is also a letter from William T. Brum- 
field to his brother Jesse telling of the death of their brother David 
in the year 1832, The last of the estate is noted by a letter from 
William T. Brumfield to Jesse Brumfield dated 1862-1-17, saying 
that distribution of step mother's dower is now ready, which prob- 
ably signifies the closing of this estate . 
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One of four pictures available of members of the fourth gen- 
eration, is that of William Tallman Brumfield and Rachel Peters 
Brumfield his (2w) . It is published below .

Thomas Brumfield and Sarah Brumfield. 

Thomas Brumfield (s . David & Patience) was the namesake 
of his uncle Thomas the brother of David. Thomas (s. of David) is 
first heard from^in Virginia in the spring of 1817, gathering sugar 
in the mountains* for his father, together with his brother Samuel . 
He was then twenty two years of age . Five years later he is in 
Wayne County, Indiana, marrying his first cousin, Sarah Brumfield, 
daughter of John Brumfield, brother of David. Assuming a close 
relationship between Thomas (s. David) and his uncle, it is pos- 
sible that Thomas the younger went to Indiana with his uncle Thomas, 
when the uncle made his move . Certainly Thomas the younger ben- 
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efitted more, from the Will of Thomas, brother of David, than 
others, when the will was probated in the year 1841. It is likely 
that Thomas the younger was in Wayne Co, , Indiana till after his 
uncle died. All his children were born there. It seems that he 
moved to Hennepin, Putnam Co. Illinois soon afterward. He died 
there 1844-5-3. His children signed a receipt for money from the 
David Brumfield estate in May, 1862. 

Little else is known of this man or his family other than the 
brief account given in the genealogical section . A rather poor pho- 
tograph of the mother, Sarah, and three daughters is shown. Fig. 7 

Jesse Brumfield (ninth child and fifth son of David and Patience 
Brumfield) was named for his uncle Jesse Brumfield, first post - 
master of the Brumfieldville Post Office. At 19 years of age he was 
sent to Mr. Joseph Horn of Virginia to learn the millwright trade. 
As a consequence he did not go to Ohio with his father Ca, 1820. In 
pursuit of his trade it would appear that he came to Straussburg in 
Shenandoah Co . , Virginia . Here he must have lived for some time . 
He fell in love with a Sarah Davis of Straussburg. He also became 
a convert to the New Light faith, presumably at Straussburg. 

Jesse and Sarah were married at Straussburg, 1822-5-14. 
It is presumed that the millwright apprenticeship was also complete 
at this time for they departed at once for Ohio to the neighborhood 
of the David Brumfield place. In fact it seems likely that they lived 
in that home for some time . Strother Brumfield their oldest son, 
to reach maturity, stated that he was born there. Of the move of 
this family to Ohio, the mother of Sarah (Davis) Brumfield writes: 

Shenandoah Co . , Aug. 13-1822 
''Dear Children: 

We take this opportunity to write you a few lines to let you 
know that we are all reasonable well at this time thanks be to God 
--except the three least of the children have hooping cough Hope- 
ing that these may meet with you both in good health. We received 
yours of the 16th of June which gave us much satisfaction to hear 
that you got to your journey 1 s end safe and that you like the country 
well. 

Dear Children I have to inform you that after you was gone 
for some time I felt myself at a great loss being separated from 
you, perhaps never to meet again till Gabriel* s trump shall sound. 
Dear children should it be the case my prayer to God is that you 
may strive for the high calling of God which is in Christ Jesus, 
giving all diligence to make your calling and election sure that if 
we should meet no more in this world we may meet on the banks of

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eternal deliverance where parting will be no more . Dear Children 
remember me in your prayers to God. My heart feels grieved while 
these lines (are) written to think of being separated at such a dis- 
tance . Do not neglect writing to me immediately upon receipt of 
this and let me know how you are. I have no more at present and 
still remain your affectionate parents till death. 

Henry and Mary Longhrear 
(There is an additional note by Peter Boyer, who evidently wrote 
the above for Mary Longhrear, which is not printed.) 

Jesse Brumfield remained in Fairfield Co. Ohio till 1830 
during which time he was associated with a man named Parker in a 
business which required rye grain and which from other indications 
appears to have been the distillation of whiskey. This need not 
shock descendants, who may raise an eyebrow that a man, who 
later became a New Light preacher, should be so associated. Liq- 
uor was used for many purposes other than drinking. Also popular 
opinion did not frown on the drinking of liquor in those days as later. 
The business could not have been too profitable as the price of 
whiskey was low . An old note, extant, in connection with this busi - 
ness, has the notation that delivery of 13 bbls. of whiskey as pay- 
ment in kind, had only reduced the note by about $ 28.00. 

In the year 1830 Jesse Brumfield and his family moved to 
Ross County, Ohio, near Kingston. Strother Brumfield (s. Jess^ 
says of their home there, as a result of a visit in 1878: 

"This morning went to the old brick mill Went inside and 
seen the old wheel all torn down years ago Old house torn down 
some of the logs there also the old chimney there --looked natural." 

Thus they lived in a log house and operated a brick water- 
mill. It may be that this was on the location known as Rush Creek. 
Benjamin Brumfield mentions staying with his brother Jesse on Rush 
Creek. In any case the family remained there only about five years. 
Three of their children, John, Jesse and Sarah Patience were born 
there . By the year 1836 they had moved to Randolph Co . , Indiana 
with a likely stopover in Wayne County to visit Jesse's uncles 
Thomas and John, as well as his brother Thomas and family. 

In Randolph County they located in Washington Township, 
just a little west of the present Liberty Church. Jesse and Jacob 
Mills, future father-in-law to Jesse's son Strother, started this 
church in the year 1836. Jesse was the first minister. 

Jesse's wife later told her granddaughters that Pleasant 
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Beals became so concerned for the welfare of his soul, that he came 
to Jesse's cabin at two o'clock in the night to be baptized. Sarah 
held the torch, of shag bark hickory, while Jesse performed the rite. 
.This Church has endured for a hundred and twenty five years and is 
still active today. Jesse and his family are buried there. Joe Brum- 
field (a great grandson) is now an active member. 

However from Virginia to Ohio, in two locations, and then 
on to Indiana was not enough. The "western fever " was in the blood. 
In the year 1853, at fifty five years of age, Jesse, together with his 
daughter Sarah Patience and her newly acquired husband, James 
Holcroft, loaded up a wagon and started for Iowa . One of his sub- 
sequent letters makes it evident that his wife and minor children 
did not accompany him. He was however accompanied by the fam- 
ily of Joseph Slaughter, an old neighbor in the Liberty Church Com- 
munity. This was just a look-see* trip. He retained his land in 
Indiana. The description of the trip is best given in his own words, 
contained in a letter to his son Strother: 

Adell, Iowa, 
1853-5-27. 
Dear Son: 

We arrived this day in Adell after a very fatiguing journey. 
We are all well at present hopeing that you are all enjoying the 
same blessing, we found very bad roads through elinoise we 
crossed the wabash on the second day of may it began to rain that 
day and rained on us ten days and knights hand running the water 
was all high so we had to ferry all the rivers where there was no 
bridges and out horses and Joseph Slaughters mired down so that 
we had to double teem once apiece We have unloaded both wagons 
in Adell in a little cabin and expect to start monday morning with 
one empty wagon to look for land to enter but do not know but what 
we shall have to go forty or fifty miles before we can suit ourselves. 
We leave the fameleys and the other wagon and two horses till we 
return we are all well pleased with most of the country in iowa 
that we saw I had to buy another horse on the Sangomoine river 
in elinoise for the roads was so bad that we could not get along 
with 2 horses without killing them we turned our course and went 
through indianapolis and Crawfordsville on account of the rain that 
fell when we started We stayed with George Fisher (a brother-in 
law to Jesse) satterday knight after we left home. Fisher 1 s buried 
one of their children some months ago the rest of the family is 
'well, fisher says if you come out next fall'he will try to come with 
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you to iowa to look at the country I want you to write to us as 
soon as you get this letter direct your letter to Adell post office 
Dallass County Iowa. My horse feed cost $ 16.22 provisions 
$ 13.31 toles $ 4.32 we get corn for 25£ pr bushel by going 12 or 
15 miles and hauling it ourselves we got corn on the road for 25£ 
to 500 per bushel let me know whether you have found the old 
pide cow or not and if you have sold the little wagon or not we 
crossed the missippi on monday the 16th at burlington and stayed in 
the edge of burlington that knight and bought a cat fish for 35 cents 
that weighed 30 pounds which made a little over three meals for all 
of us and for Joseph Salughters family also ^ I finish this letter on 
the 9th and state that we have a very rainy day but that not much 
rain since we got in iowa till now the people tell us that this is a 
very backward spring here it has been very wet in April and fore 
part of may here the people tell us that corn is not near all planted 
yet we want to try to get in some corn if we can find land to suit 
us in a few days the people tell us that if we can get corn in by the 
last of June it will do well nothing more at present. 

Jesse Brumfield 
To Strother Brumfield 

Thus the party arrived in Adel before the end of May, 1853 , 
The look for land began immediately. The results of this land- 
looking tour are given in a letter 1853-7-11, from Dallas County , 
Iowa. This letter is printed only in part: 

" . . .1 have bought a claim on Beaver Creek, one half mile 
from the north line of Dalliss Co. I gave one hundred and fifteen 
or sixteen dollars . They called the claim a half section but I only 
entered three eighties of it and entered one forty of prairie adjoin- 
ing it. I have eighty or ninety acres of timebr . The timber is not 
as good as I would like but the land I am well pleased with I ex- 
pect to have a reasonable good mill site on Beaver, on my land/ 1 . . . . 

He continues to describe the land that his son-in-law had 
bought and the first planting of crops: 

"James entered three forties . His timber is poor but 

if there was a saw mill handy he could make out with his timber . 
My money is nearly gone. Tell mother to save: all the money she 
can and bring it along, and I want to collect all the money that is 

due me there and bring it along my claim has 17 or 18 acres 

under fence and there is a cabben on it. six acres are broke and 
ten acres of sod broke. The sod corn looks poor but the other looks 
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well, for the time it was planted. We landed on our place the sec- 
ond day of June and commenced planting on the fourth I bought 

a cow and a calf and paid twenty five dollars for them. Cattle is 

very high and scarce " 

Thus was the land established and farming started in Iowa . 
In the meantime Jesse's wife arrived and they settled down to living. 
It is likely that Jesse made at least one trip to Indiana and returned 
to Iowa, after his first arrival. He made his final trip back to In- 
diana in the year 1855, and died there 1855-8-11. He was buried in 
the cemetery of the Liberty Christian Church, seven miles south of 
Winchester --the Church of which he had been part organizer and 
first preacher in the year 1836. His tombstone carries the inscrip- 
tive Bible was his sole delight, 

Streams of peace by day and night. " 
Jesse's wife, Sarah lived for a number of years after his 
death. The family made a great home coming for her on the occa- 
sion of her seevntieth birthday, in the year 1871. Her children from 
Iowa and from South Bend, Indiana came to help her celebrate the 
event. She continued to live for an additional sixteen years and 
died 1887-12-9 . * She also is buried in the Liberty Church Yard. 
Pictures of Sarah are available, though none of Jesse. Her picture 
is printed below as a representative of the fourth generation. Few 
photographs of this generation are to be found . 

This above account of the life of Jesse Brumfield has been 
given more space than could be possible for all members of the 
family. This is because the facts are available, in his case, and 
not so readily found for most of the others . His movements can 
perhaps be taken as typical of the others, for which the story has 
been lost. 

Benjamin Brumfield was the 11th child of David and Patience 
Brumfield. Only meagre facts on his life are available except those 
to be found in the Genealogical Section, Three or four letters are 
preserved, which refer to Benjamin. One was written by his 
brother Samuel, from Ottowa 111. , in 1852, complaing of the divi- 
sion of the property from the David Brumfield estate and asking 
that steps be taken to reimburse Samuel and Benjamin for money al- 
leged to be due them. The second was written by Hiram Brumfield 
to his father Jesse, while on a visit to Illinois in the year 1850, giv- 
ing news o$ the families of Samuel and Benjamin. The last is writ -

ten by Benjamin's daughter, Sarah (Brumfield) Anderson, from Ot- 
tawa, 111., in the year 1853-10-1, to her uncle Jesse Brumfield in 
Indiana. 

From these a little of his life may be pieced together. He 
was born in Virginia in the year 1801 and came with his father to 
Ohio at about 19 years of age. He was married in Fairfield Co . O., 
in 1826 and continued to live there for some time. He and his bro- 
ther Samuel moved to La Salle Co . Ill . , at an unknown date . It is 
presumed that they went together . There is concrete evidence that 
they were there by 1836 for Samuel's son Joseph was born there 1836 
12-2. Probably the move was made in 1835. From Sarah Jane 
(Brumfield) Anderson's letter of 1853 she appears to be familiar 
with the location of places in Wayne Co . and Randolph Co . Indiana . 
It therefore seems likely that a stop was made in Wayne Co . to 
visit Uncle Thomas and Uncle John. Hiram Brumfield (fifth gener- 
ation) visited Benjamin Brumfield in the year 1850 near Ottowa. 
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The final sequel to the life of Benjamin Brumfield is best 
told by quoting directly the letter of Sarah Jane (Brumfield) Ander- 
son, his daughter, written in 1853: 

Ottowa 111., Oct. 1st, 1853 
Dear Uncle Jesse: 

I take my pen to write you the sorrowful news of the death 
of my father and mother. They moved to the State of Texas on April 
last & were sick from the time they started until this time. My 
dear father died on the 19th of June & my mother on the 28th of July. 
It is very hard to realize that my dear parents are buried in a 
strange land; that I shall never see them again; and that my poor 
little brothers and sisters have been knocked about at the mercy of 
strangers for nearly six months, for my lamented parents were to- 
tally helpless when they were with them. My husband would have 
gone before now and brought the children home but no one dares 
travel down the river because of the yellow fever in New Orleans 
until cold weather. I am anxious to get the children home as they 
fare very bad there, and also for another reason which is that they 
lawyers are wasting what little money they have which the children 
are to young to know how to take care of . They will not have enough 
to bring them back I am afraid. I just got a letter from them yes- 
terday in which they stated they had only forty dollars left from the 
lawyers hands, they also informed me they received a letter from 
Indiana which was sent on from here and that some person, but I 
could not make out who, had a sum of money from Grandfather's 
(David Brumfield) estate belonging to father. I think you are the per- 
son they meant. If you are not the one who holds the money, I beg 
of you as a great favor to find out as soon as you receive this who 
does hold it and also to get it changed into good passable bills and 
send to Ottowa to Andrew Anderson which is my husband's name. I 
must again beg of you to do this amediately as it will be late in the 
fall before we get it & I scarsely need tell you that the money is all 
Andrew will have to bring the children home with. Father took 
$ 800.00 in gold with him to Texas and now there is not any left to 
bringthepoor orphans home again. Write also if that sum of money 
which father brought home from Ohio last spring for his uncle and 
which the heirs by mistake set down to his accouAt is to be sent & 
also if there will be any more coming to the children from Grand- 
father Brumfield's estate. I would not ask these questions now but 
it is necessary to know right away, otherwise I am afraid that the 
children will not get home this fall. Andrew is gone to Chicago 
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and I thought when I received the children's letter that it was best 
to write right away as I dont expect him home for two weeks. Write 
soon as you get this and let me know if you are all well and also if 
Hiram is married yet. Write also if you please how cousin Eliza- 
beth does & likewise the rest of the family. Give my best love to 
them all & tell them we Andrew and myself and our little girl are 
well. 

I have nothing more to write except to beg of you to write 
us. A letter from you now and then would be very welcome to us. 
I do not know whether you live in Centerville yet or not but I will 
direct to Thomas G. Noble who I remember lived in Centerville to 
be sent to you . I hope you receive and answer shortly & do your 
best if you please to do us a favor and have the money sent on as 
soon as possible and now I must bring my tedious letter to a close 
by bidding you farewell . 

Yours affectionately 
Sarah Jane Anderson. 

This letter marks the end of the lives of Benjamin and Eliza 
Brumfield. They are buried in unknown graves, in the State of 
Texas . It is some relief to this sorrowful tale , to know that An- 
drew Anderson did get the children home. Adaline was married in 
La Salle Co. 111. in 1859. It is probable that the minor children 
who accompanied their parents to Texas were: Celie; Josephine; 
Adaline; Alonzo; and Milton. Sarah Jane and Marie E. had each 
been married before the departure for Texas . George had left for 
the California gold fields in the year 1849. 

Samuel Brumfield was the 12th child of David and Patience 
Brumfield. It is probable that he was named for his mother's, 
brother, Samuel Tallman. He was married in Ohio, in 1829, to 
Rebecca Grafs . It is likely that this family made about the same 
move to Illinois as recorded above for his brother Benjamin, with 
a visiting stop at Centerville Indiana . His first three children were 
born in Ohio. Joseph, his first son and fourth child was said to 
have been the first white child to be born in Livingston Co . Ill . He 
lived four miles S.E. of Streator. In the year 1879 Samuel's sister 
Hannah (Brumfield) Hunter, then living in Fairfield Co . Ohio, got 
anxious about Samuel and Benjamin and wrote, making inquiry from 
an Abraham Funk of Livingston Co. Illinois. He answered in part 
as follows: 
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". . . .1 lived about two miles from Samuel Brumfield for 16 years 
during which time they frequently visited us and we them when we 
commenced visiting them they had five children two sons and three 
daughters during the war Harmon the youngest of the family died 
in the army about twelve years ago we sold out and moved about 
twenty five miles from there after which we occasionally heard 
from them but did not see them often and I think it is nine years ago 
that Samuel died after an illness of two or three weeks after his 
death about six weeks Mrs Brumfield died very sudden sitting in her 
chair as was supposed of heart disease " 

Written from Dwight 111, June 1st 1879. 

There was more to Mr Funks letter telling much the same 
of the family of Benjamin Brumfield as has previously been recorded . 
Descendants of Samuel Brumfield still live in the neighborhood of 
Streator, Illinois. 

Hannah and Abagail Brumfield 
Abagail Brumfield was the 13th child of David and Patience Brumfield 
and Hannah was the 17th. Both married Hunters. Abagail married 
Thomas Reese Hunter who was first cousin to Andrew Hunter who 
married Hannah Brumfield. The Hunters were stay-at-homes . 
Both families of Hunters lived in Fairfield Co . , Ohio all their lives. 
Both families engaged in farming and letters are extant from both. 
Strother Brumfield (5th Generation) visited them in 1878 and leaves 
an account of his visit. 

David and John Brumfield were the 14th and 16th children of 
David and Patience Brumfield --the last two sons. Neither was ever 
married. David died in 1832, age 27, of some disease that suggests 
appendicitis, judging from the symptons. He left a small estate 
which is recorded in the surrogate records of Fairfield Co . , Ohio . 
He was buried in the Hedges Cemetery where his father was later 
buried. The writer has a letter from his brother, William Tallman 
Brumfield telling of David's death. 

Mention of John Brumfield is justified because of his nuisance 
value to his family in later years. Stanton Brumfield reports that 
he was in Iowa in the year 1869, and that he left for Cherokee, Iowa 
and later for Kansas in search of a homestead. J.B. Mills writes 
from Iowa in 1872 saying:

" Uncle John Brumfield left here last June and went to Boons - 

boro — husked corn for a farmer near therefor the husks — soldthem- 
to Franklin (1-2-4-13-1) for matresses and then left for Ohio and 

arrived there safe so we heard " 

In the year 1876, Lewis Hunter writes from Ohio: 

" Mother (i.e. Hannah (Brumfield) Hunter) says that Uncle 

Thomas Hunter and us have kept him (i.e. Uncle John) about four 
years between the two families and tried every way we could to 
have him save his money but he would listen to no one . As soon as 
he would get a little money he would make atrip tx> Kansas or else- 
where and be back in ten days or two weeks without money- -if his 
friends there are so situated that they cannot keep him let him go 
to the poor farm " 
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When Strother Brumfield visited Ohio in 1878, they got Uncle 
John out of the poor house, for the duration of the visit. He don 
Ohio in 1885 and is buried in the Hedges Cemetery. 

Fourth Generation Members, being children of John Brumfield and 
Margaret Hollowell . 

John Brumfield had five children. Of these, the story of 
Sarah, the second, is recorded under the family of Thomas Brum - 
field (s . of David her first cousin) whom she married. The youngest 
child, Elizabeth married John H. Jones of Berks Co. Pa. Nothing 
is known of the movements of this family. 

Mary Brumfield, the eldest child, married Oliver Hampton 
Smith , a circuit riding lawyer, of Wayne Co., Indiana. He was 
elected U. S. Senator from the State of Indiana and served in Wash- 
ington 1837-1843. They spent the end of their lives in the City of 
Indianapolis where both are buried . The honor attained by Mr . 
Smith has influenced the family and set its course in politics, in 
which field several of the family have been engaged. Most of their 
descendants live in and around Indianapolis . 

Solomon Brumfield , the only son of John and Margaret Brum- 
field was named for his paternal grandfather. He remained in 
Wayne County during his life time . He engaged in farming, tavern- 
keeping and was a vetinary of repute in the pioneer days . He is 
said to have had the largest library on vetinary medicine in the 
State of Indiana. His wife was Eliza Boone, his first cousin, once 
removed, the granddaughter of his father's sister. 

Esther Brumfield was named for her aunt, John Brumfield* s 
sister, Esther (Brumfield) Patton. She married (by civil ceremony) 
Aaron Harvey of the West Grove Friends Meeting of Wayne Co. 
Indiana. They lived in Wayne County and had six children, including 
two sets of twins. Aaron Harvey died in the year 1840. Esther 
married 2nd, in 1844 John H. Brown. From this union there was one 
child, Charles Perry Brown. A grand child, Esther Brown still 
lives at Winfield, Kansas. Esther (Brumfield -Harvey) Brown died 
in 1847 and is buried in the old Cemetery at Centerville, Indiana. 
John Brown died in 1855. His place of burial is unknown.

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Members of the fifth generation are too numerous to permit 
detailing movements of all of them. A number have become lost. 
Only those names will be mentioned of which considerable is known. 
The others will be found in the Genealogical Section. 

Members of the Fifth Generation, being children of Brumfield Boone 
and Maria Wood . 

Sarah Luufborough Boone was the second child of Brumfield 

Boone. She married Thomas Kitchin near her birthplace, in Butler 
Co., Ohio, in 1839. They removed, within a few months of the 
marriage, to Decatur Co. , Indiana where the family still persists. 
Both Sarah and Thomas are buried in the South Park Methodist Cem- 
etery at Greensburg. It is intriguing as to where the name Luuf- 
borough comes from in this family. Sarah and her brother William 
both carried this name. There is no information on this point. 

Thomas Boone, fifth child of Brumfield and Maria Boone , 
was apparently named for his great grandfather, husband of Susan- 
nah Brumfield. He was 13 years of age when his father moved from 
Butler Co. Ohio, to Washington Tp. , Decatur Co. , Indiana. In the 
year 1846 he married Frances Thomas, the oldest of a family often. 
All their nine children, but the last, were born in Decatur Co. Ind. 
In the year 1865 they moved to Wayne County 111 , near Clay City- 
There Frances is buried in Wells Cemetery, Clay City, Illinois . 
It is possible that Thomas is also buried there. Little or nothing 
is known of the history of their nine children. 

Daniel Miller Boone was the sixth child of Brumfield Boone 
and Maria Wood. He was born in Butler County Ohio, in 1829 and 
presumably came with his parents to Decatur County Indiana at 
ten years of age. Five years later he was on his way to Oregon, on 
an immigrant train- -age fifteen. It seems unlikely that so young a 
boy would have been allowed to make this trip alone . The question 
seems pertinent as to who accompanied him. Family tradition (one 
source) says that his brother William Luffborough Boone was in the 
west. It is possible that Daniel was trusted with his brother who 
would have been 26 years old in 1844 . In any case Daniel Miller 
Boone became acquainted with a young girl, Elizabeth Ann Lewis , 
of Kentucky on this trek. They were married in the Williamette 
Valley in Oregon in 1850, six years later. There they raised 12 
children concerning whom we have inadequate information. Both 
Daniel Miller and Elizabeth Ann are buried in Spokane, Washington. 
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Fifth Generation Members of the McLain Family (being children of 
John McLain and Elizabeth Boone) . 

Esther Boone McLain was the eldest child of John McLain 
and Elizabeth Boone . It is probable that she was named for her 
grandmother's sister, Esther (Brumfield) Patton, who mentioned 
Esther's Mother in her will. Esther McLain married James Mor- 
row, in Butler County Ohio, in 1837. They lived in Butler County 
Ohio, till the year 1839 when Esther died and was buried in Oxford 
Ohio. James Morrow then removed with his family to Randolph Co. 
Illinois, His son Wm Taylor married therein 1860. James Morrow 
died there in the year 1884 and is buried at Tilden. 

James William McLain the third child of John McLain and 
Elizabeth McLain was born in Butler County Ohio, and ended his 
life in Indianapolis, Indiana. He had two wives and four children, 
all, but the first, from the second marriage. Little is known of 
the years that intervened between his birth in Butler County and his 
death in Indianapolis. He is buried in the Crown Hill Cemetery in 
Indianapolis . 

Sarah Watson McLain (dt of John McLain and Elizabeth Boone) 
was born in Butler County Ohio, and there married Thomas F . Mac- 
key, Their first two children were born in Collinsville, Ohio. 
Their third was born in Smithland, Indiana in 1858. The fifth and 
last child was born, in Franklin, Indiana in 1867. Thomas Mackey 
died in Franklin in 1889 and Sarah in the same place in 1903. 

Thomas Boone McLain and David Paramour McLain were 
twin brothers (sons of John McLain and Elizabeth Boone), born in 
Bugler County, Ohio in 1829. Thomas Boone McLain was married 
three times. His second wife, Sallie D. Wooley was a sister to the 
Phila D. Wooley who married his twin brother. Thomas Boone Mc- 
Lain had two children, one by each of the first two marriages . 
Both families arrived in Indiana, David Paramour in the year of 
1859 and Thomas Boone at an unknown date. David Paramour Mc- 
Lain served in the Civil War as first Lt. of Co. K, 63rd Reg. Indi- 
ana Voulenteers until forced to resign because of ill health. He 
entered the ministry of the Methodist Church in 1870. He served 
as pastor of a dozen charges retiring in the year 1889. He died in 
the year 1897 and is buried in Wesley Cemetery, 7 miles N.W. of 
Crawfordsvirlle r Indiana. His brother Thomas died the same year 
and is buried at Greenwood, Indiana. 
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Fifth Gener ation Members of the Gil mo re Family (being children of 
John Gilmore and Ann Brumfield) . 

George Gilmore was the eldest child of John and Ann (Brum- 
field) Gilmore . He was born in Rockingham County Virginia, in the 
year 1811 . He came with his family to Ohio about 1820. He married 
there Jane Lyons in 1838. She bore him 6 children and died inl849. 
In that same year he m. Amanda Jane Okane, who bore him eight 
more children. Shortly after the second marriage the family 
moved to Olin, Jones County Iowa. Here all the children of the 
second marriage were born. A letter from his brother, Brumfield 
Gilmore speaks of this second marriage. The letter is dated 1849 
-11-26, from Kirkersville, Ohio. George Gilmore died in t Iowa in 
the year 1890 and is buried at Olin. His second wife lived seven 
years after his death.

Delilah (Gilmore) Kirdendall is the second child of John and 
Ann Gilmore . Little is known of her life . She married a man named 
Kirdendall at an unknown date. She died in Denver, Colorado in the 
year 1893 but was brought back to Mt. Carroll, Illinois for burial . 
Mt. Carroll would then seem to have been a place of fairly perma- 
nent residence. 
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Missouri (Gilmore) Edwards was the third child of John and 
AnnGilmore. Her marriage to Harmon Edwards took place in 1839 
in Ohio. In the fall of 1842 they moved to Mt. Carroll, Illinois, and 
continued to live there for the remainder of their lives. They had 
12 children. Both are buried in Carroll County, Illinois, he in 1888, 
and she in 1890. 

Brumfield Gilmore fourth child of John and AnnGilmore, be- 
gan life at Kirkersville, Ohio. The exact date of his birth is not 
known. He married a Mary Miller around 1850. He was a resident 
of Columbus, Ohio for some time. One of his sons, I. G. Gilmore 
was working in Columbus in 1878 when Strother Brumfield visited 
him at English Miller and Co. , 95 High Street. Brumfield Gilmore 
later moved to St. Louis, Missouri, where both he and his wife are 
buried 

Kate Gilmore married a man named Jacob (probably Ketner) . 
It is believed that they were living in Leavenworth, Kansas in the 
year 1860. A Jacob Ketner is listed there as a boarding house 
keeper in the year 1859 and as an attorney in 1860. A Captain R.A. 
Ketner, of the same address, is listed as of the 1st Kansas voulen- 
teers for the year 1862. 

Abba (Abagail) Gilmore from her birthdate, is really the 
first child of John and Ann Gilmore, though she is listed as the 6th 
in the Genealogical Section. She married James Hunter Jr., ( a 
brother to Thomas Reese Hunter who married Abagail Brumfield of 
the 4th generation.) This family remained in Fairfield County Ohio, 
where both parents are buried. They had eight children, as listed, 
of whom little is known. 

Fifth Generation Members of the Brumfield Family (being children 
of William Tallman Brumfield and his 2w . Rachel Peters ) 

William Tallman Brumfield had 12 children, one by the first 
marriage and eleven by the second. 

William Kelsey Brumfield , the oldest child, remains a mys- 
tery. It seems probable that he was raised by his mother's people 
after the death of his mother. The only record known is that he was 
alive and signed papers in connection with the death of his father, in 
the 1870s . There was left no record of his location at that time . 

Mary Jane ( Brumfield) Ketner was one, of the only two, of 
the nine daughters who ever married. Her marriage to Eli Ketner 
took place in 1844 in Fairfield County Ohio . They moved to Oska - 
loosa, Mahaskia County Iowa, in the year 1854 and continued to live 
there the remainder of their lives . Stanton Brumfield writes that 
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MaryKetner and her brother Tallman visited him and the Franklins, 
at Boonsboro, Iowa, in the year 1866. 

Thomas Davis Brumfield the first son of Wm Tallman Urum- 
field by his second marriage lived no further away from the place 
of his birth than Mansfield, Ohio, is from Lancaster, Ohio, He 
lived twenty years after the death of his wife, with one or the other 
of his two sons, Louis Brumfield, his grandson, writes of him in 
"The Farm" , that he made a trip during this time to the Klondike, 
with the hearty disapproval of some of his in-laws. He returned 
from the Klondike and died in 1911. He is buried at Mansfield, Ohio . 

Pheobe Tallman Brumfield married Jacob Light in 1852 . 
They resided for some time in Fairfield County Ohio, and later 
moved to Washington Court House Ohio, where both died There 
were two children but neither ever married. 

Tallman Brumfield was the ninth child and third son of Wm 
Tallman Brumfield. It is said that he had red hair. He married 
Mary A. Creighton in Fairfield County Ohio in 1871. He was in 
Iowa in 1866 when he visited relatives with his sister Mary. There 
were no natural children of this marriage but they adopted two . 
Both are buried at Boone, Iowa. 

Fifth Generation Members of the Brumfield Family , being children 
of Jesse Brumfield (s . of David) and Sarah (Davis) Brumfie ld. 

Strother Brumfield was the oldest child of Jesse and Sarah 
to reach maturity . He was born in Fairfield County Ohio, and lived 
in the home of his grandfather, David Brumfield, after he was old 
enough to have memories of the experience . His father left Fair- 
field County about the year 1830 for Ross County next adjacent to 
Fairfield County . Again in 1836 the family moved to Randolph 
County Indiana. At this time Strother was 12 years old. He con- 
tinued to live in Randolph County the remainder of his life . He 
farmed and was a carpenter, builder of wooden bridges, and worked 
with his father as a mill wright. He married, in the year 1847, 
Louisa Mills a neighbor girl. Strother's father died, within seven 
years of the time of Strother' s marriage. There were minor chil- 
dren for whom Strother acted as guardian . The attention of the 
country was focused on events leading up to the Civil War. The 
land which Jesse Brumfield had purchased in Iowa was neglected 
though the taxes were paid. By the time the War was well under 
way it was discovered that two men named Thornburg had squatted 
on the land, and were claiming ownership. One gets the impression 
that these men were old neighbors from Indiana. Strother Brum- 
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Fig. 12. Jacob Light and Pheobe (Brumfield) Light, 
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field made many trips to Iowa, while this case was in litigation. It 
was fought through the Supreme Court of Iowa. The heirs won 
finally but not without much anxiety and trouble. The fact that they 
won was largely due to Strother Brumfield. The sympathies of the 
neighborhood seem to have been with the Thornburgs. Strother 
Brumfield died in the year 1912 and is buried in Fountain Park Cem- 
etery, Winchester, Indiana.

Hiram Brumfield was the fourth child and second son, of 
Jesse Brumfield, to reach maturity. He learned carpentry from 
his father and followed the trade as a young man. He had some of 
the characteristics of a 'preacher's Kid', when he was young, get- 
ting into several 'scrapes'. He made visits to western Indianaand 
to Illinois where his uncles Benjamin and Samuel lived. There are 
a number of letters from Hiram written in these days . In the year 
1853 he married Mary E. Harper of Randolph County Indiana. They 
lived in Randolph County, till after the first child was born. About 
this time they had a fire which destroyed most of their household 
effects. Soon they moved to Fulton County Indiana, where they con- 
tinued to live the remainder of their lives. He died comparatively 
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young in the year 1865 and is buried in Mt. Zion Cemetery near 
Rochester, Indiana. Elizabeth his wife raised the orphan children, 
including one born posthumously, and died in the year 1916. She is 
buried beside her husband in Mt. Zion Cemetery. 

Mary Brumfield was the third child and first daughter of 
Jesse and Sarah Brumfield. She was born in Fairfield County Ohio 
in 1826 and came with her parents to Randolph County Indiana in 
1836. She married there, in the year 1842, Joseph B. Mills, a 
brother to Louisa Mills who married her brother Strother . They 
moved soon to Albany, Illinois on the banks of the Mississippi 
River. Here they lived till after the Civil War. Joseph Mills en- 
listed, early in the War, and was away for its duration. His pay 
in the army was held up and Mary Mills supported the family by 
sewing and other devices. The fact that they suffered privation is 
attested by several letters from the older girls, who also worked 
outas hired girls. After the war they moved to Iowa and eventually 
settled on some of the land taken by Jesse Brumfield, her father. 
Joe Mills was a prolific letter writer and many of his letters have 
been preserved. He writes of Mary his wife in connection with a 
grasshopper plague . 

"Mary has a new way of keeping the hoppers from eating 
vegetables by a very little kerosene on them which kills 
them (the vegetables)" 

Joe Mills died in 1899 and Mary in 1922, at the age of more 
than ninety three years. Both are buried at Perry, Iowa. 

Jesse Brumfield was the sixth child of Jesse Sr . and Sarah 
Brumfield. He was born in Ross County Ohio, in 1833 and raised 
in Randolph County Indiana. He married Harriett Ellis, a Cherry 
Grove quakeress, in the year 1852. They lived most of their lives 
in Wayne Township, Randolph County Indiana, where they raised 
ten children to maturity. Jesse was raised in the Christian church, 
at Liberty, and as an adult, attended the one at Harrisville till the 
year 1867. At that time, first Harriett and then Jesse, about six 
months later, joined the Friends Meeting at Jericho, Wayne Town- 
ship, Randolph County, Indiana. There he remained a loyal mem- 
ber till his death in 1920. Both he and Harriett are buried there. 

Jesse Brumfield was a hater of liquor and tobacco, and an 
enthusiastic supporter of the church. He stated that during his life 
he gave away more than one thousand Bibles. 

Sarah Patience Brumfield was the seventh child of Jesse and 
Sarah, b. in 1835 in Ross County Ohio. She married James K. Hoi-

croft in Randolph County, Indiana in the year 1853. They left almost 
immediately for Iowa with Sarah's father. One gets the impression 
that James Holcroft had not long resided in the community and was 
not well known to the family. In any case, the marriage did not 
prosper. After a few years, on land purchased in Iowa, he left 
her. She was brought back to Indiana, and lived with her sister 
Elizabeth in South Bend, Indiana. She died there in the year 1863 
and is buried in the Lakeville Cemetery. James Holcroft died in 
1909 and is buried in California, Sarah Patience had red hair. 
Elizabeth Brumfield was the eighth child of Jesse and Sarah, 
She was born in Randolph County, Indiana in 1837 and was married 
therq in 1852, to Nathan Branson. This also was an unfortunate 
marriage . Troubles developed which were ended by his death in 
1854, about six months after the birth of their only child, Sarah 
Jane. Elizabeth Branson married second in 1859, William Clenny 
of Wayne County, Indiana. They removed to Lakeville, Indiana 
near South Bend and lived there the remainder of their lives . 
William Clenny engaged in lumbering at Lakeville and was successful. 
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Their home was a haven, in storm, for relatives of Elizabeth. Her 
sister, Sarah Patience died there, in the year 1863; her brother 
S.tanton left his wife there while he was away at war and at least one 
of their children was born there; and finally her sister, Martha Jane 
(Brumfield) Green died there in the year 1906. 

Elizabeth died in 1923 and William Clenny .in 1890, Both are 
buried in the City Cemetery in South Bend, Indiana. 

Stanton Judkins Brumfield was the ninth child of Jesse and 
Sarah. He was born in Randolph County, Indiana in the year 1840. 
He had red hair. As a minor child, he was raised under the 
guardianship of his older brother Strother, after the death of their 
father in 1855. He served through the Civil War and was engaged 
in a number of battles. Toward the end of the war he was stationed 
at Camp Douglas near Chicago, in charge of prisoners. He was 
married 1861-7-4 to Jane Shoemaker . It maybe presumed that this 
marriage took place about the time he entered the army. In any 
case, his wife lived at the home of his brother-in-law, William 
Clenny and Stanton's first two children were born there, one in 1863 
and one in 1865. His wife was with him at Camp Douglas, toward 
the end of the War . 

On his return from service he took his family to Boonsboro, 
Iowa, where he worked for his kinsman Benjamin Franklin in the 
making of furniture . Many of the pieces he made are now valued 
in Iowa as antiques. After the settlement of his Father's estate, 
about 1870, he moved with his family to Dallas County, Iowa, near 
Perry where he continued to live till his death, in 1919. His wife 
was buried there in 1929. 

Martha Jane Brumfield was the tenth and last child of Jesse 
and Sarah Brumfield. She was orphaned by her father's death, 
when she was nine years old, affcKwas raised under the guardian- 
ship of her older brother Strother, Some letters are extant from 
Martha Jane Brumfield, to her home folks, when she visited her 
brother Stanton at Camp Douglas toward the end of the Civil War. 
She married Wesley Green in Randolph County in the year 1866. 
They lived on a farm in Washington Township, Randolph County, 
Indiana, till he died in 1894. Toward the end of her life she lived 
with her sister Elizabeth Clenny in South Bend, Indiana, where she 
died in 1906. The body was brought back to Randolph County and is 
buried in the Liberty Churchyard, seven miles south of Winchester .

Rachel Hedges the oldest child was orphaned by the death of 
her mother in 1832. At nine years of age she was taken, by her 
aunt, Mary (Brumfield, Edwards) Parrott to Illinois, near Homer. 
There she married first J. A, Schofield and had two sons. He died 
and she married Jonathan Eveland before 1850. They lived in Cum- 
berland County, Illinois, near Greenup where at least two of their 
children were born. Both Rachel and Jonathan are buried atGreenup, 

Ann Elizabeth Hedges , like her sister was orphaned by the 
of her mother, in 1832. She was about eight years old at the time. 
She was taken either by her aunt, Ann (Brumfield) Gilmore or her 
Aunt Mary (Brumfield -Parrott), to Illinois. It seems likely that the 
last named aunt took her, as most of Ann's record is around Green- 
up where the Parrotts settled. She was married three times; 1st 
to Benjamin Richardson; 2nd to Levi Decius before 1848; and finally 
to Elijah Forrester. The first husband died. Levi Decius left for 
the California gold fields, and died on the way. Both Ann and her 
third husband Elijah Forrester died and are buried at Greenup, 
Illinois . 

Abraham Hedges the fourth child of Isaac and Dianah Hedges 
was but five years old when his mother died in 1832. It is possible 
that he was raised by his step mother, Maria (Neely) Hedges. At 
any rate he arrived at Cumberland County, Illinois, where his eight 
children were born. Abraham's wife was Josephine Workman. Both 
Abraham and his wife are buried at Greenup, Illinois. 

Rebecca Hedges was the sixth child of Isaac and Dianah 
Hedges" She is said to have come to Cumberland County, Illinois 
with her Aunt Mary (Brumfield) Parrott. She was only aboutfour 
years old at the time. She married John Allen Lucas, at an un- 
known date and place . Little more is known of the family except 
that a grand son, O. C. Lucas, was living at Oskosh, Wisconsin in 
1942. 

Alsie Hedges was the youngest of the children of Isaac 
Hedges and Dianah. She was less than two years old when her mo- 
ther died in 1832. It is likely that her father and stepmother Maria 
brought her to Cumberland County, Illinois about 1834. She mar- 
ried, 1848, Charles Powell, at Greenup, Illinois. Both are buried 
in Cumberland County, Illinois. They had eleven children, eight 
girls and three boys . 
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Fifth Generation Members being of the Family of Benjamin and 
Eliza Brumfield , 

Sarah Jane Brumfield the oldest child was born either in 
Fairfield or Ross County, Ohio about 1827, She accompanied her 
father and probably his brother Samuel to Illinois about the year 
1835 or 1836, She married Andrew Anderson in LaSalle County, 111. 
They lived in and around Ottowa, where Andrew Anderson was 
buried in 1864. Her connection with the ill fated trek of her parents 
to Texas in 1850, has already been discussed, Andrew Anderson 
made the trip to Texas to bring her orphaned minor brothers and 
sisters home. Sarah BrumfiekTs cousin Diannah Brumfield writes 
1855-9-30 that: 

"Sarah Jane husband keep eating selune under the Ottowa 
Bank his name is andrew anderson. . . ." 

Alonzo Brumfield, the sixth child of Benjamin and Eliza, en- 
listed in the Civil War 1862-5-7, as Corporal, 1st 111. Light Artil- 
lery. He received a pension due to a gun shot wound in his right 
arm. He married Lydia H. Sigourney in Chicago in 1867. They 
lived variously at Ottowa and Chicago, Illinois; Allegheny, Pennsyl- 
vania; Brooklyn, New York; Patterson, New Jersey; London, Eng- 
land;; Paris, France and Newark, New Jersey. He died at the home 
for disabled soldiers, Kearney, New Jersey, in 1924. His wife was 
alive in 1915, but it is not known whether she survived him. Little 
is known of their son, William Lee. 

George Brumfield did not accompany his parents to Texas . 
He left for the California Gold Fields in 1849. His cousin Dianah 
reports that he died there of small pox, in the year 1853. His 
place of burial is unknown. 

Fifth Generation Members being of the family of Samuel and Rebecca 
Brumfield . 

Margaret Ann Brumfield , the eldest of the children of Sam- 
uel and Rebecca Brumfield, was born in Fairfield County, Ohio, in 
1830. She went with her father to Illinois about 1835. She married 
JacobCooper in La Salle County, Illinois 1848-7-22. They continued 
to live in Illinois near the old home place till Margaret Ann died in 
1872. She was buried in the Barnhart Cemetery near Streator, Ill- 
inois. At some later time Jacob Cooper went to Browington, Mis- 
souri, where he died at an unknown date. His daughter Eliza was

living in Missouri and it may be he was living with her, 

Dianah Brumfield was taken by her father Samuel to Living- 
ston County, Illinois when she was little more than two years old. 
She married James Brown, in La Salle County, Illinois, 1856-1-2. 
They lived in Livingston County where their eight children were all 
born. Several of her letters are per served, all written before her 
marriage . She died in 1909 and her husband three years earlier . 
Both are buried in Phillips Cemetery near Streator . 

Eliza Brumfield the third child of Samuel and Rebecca, was 
an infant in arms when her parents left Fairfield County, Ohio for 
Livingston County, Illinois. She was married twice, 1st to Hiram 
Sikesin 1853, in La Salle County, Illinois. It is apparent that Hiram 
Sikes died at an unknown date before 1858. Little is known of their 
one child Elihu, except that he died in Big Horn, Wyoming in 1922. 
She married 2nd JohnS. Grimes, in 1858. They lived in Livingston 
County, Illinois, and had three children. John Grimes died in 1890 
and Eliza in 1900. Both are buried in the Phillips Cemetery near 
Streator, Illinois. 

Joseph Brumfield (son of Samuel and Rebecca) is said to 
have been the first white child born in Livingston County, Illinois. 
Hewas born 1836-12-2. He married Charity Elizabeth Townsend in 
1856. Joseph and Charity continued to live in Newton Tp., Living- 
ston County, Illinois, Both are buried in the Phillips Cemetery 
there, he in 1906 and she in 1928. 

Fifth Generation Members being of the Family of Thomas Reese 
and Abigail (Brumfield) Hunter . 

Amanda Patience Hunter the oldest child of Thomas Reese 
Abagail Hunter was born in Fairfield County, Ohio, in 1827. She 
married, in 1849, Benjamin Franklin who was born in Fredricks - 
burg, Virginia in 1827. His parents did not move to Ohio till 1864. 
Benjamin served in the Civil War but was discharged because of a 
bad heart, before the end of the War . After their marriage they 
continued to live in Fairfield County, Ohio till 1864, when they 
moved to Boone, Iowa. Here he engaged in the manufacture of fur- 
niture in company with a man named Hascal. Stanton Brumfield 
(1-2-4-9-9) worked for this firm after the War, Many letters have 
been preserved, from Stanton, telling of his work there . One in 
particular tells of the tragedy of the drowning of Franklin's son 
Charles Edmond, in the year 1867. The water was high in the Coon 
River— a record. The furniture factory stood on the bank of the 
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river, in still water. Property of the factory was endangered by the 
flood. Franklin and his son Eddie were in a boat trying to save 
supplies . The boat was caught by the current and dashed against a 
tree, upsetting the occupants. Eddie was swept away by the current 
and drowned. Franklin and his partner Hascal were in the water 
three and a half hours, but finally were rescued. Eddie 1 s body was 
not found for some days . The family continued to live in Boone . 
The parents died there . 

Solomon Hunter was named for his Mother's grandfather. 
For pioneer times, he married, late in life, to Charlotte Coff man, 
in the year 1869, at Fairfield County, Ohio. He was in the west 
land-looking in the year 1858. However, he never moved away 
from Fairfield County, Ohio. His family of six children were all 
born there and both parents are buried at Lancaster. 

Fifth Generation Members being children of Andrew and Hannah 
(Brumfield) Hunter . 

Malinda Hunter the oldest child was married three times: 
to William Johnson (lh); to a man named Welsh (2h); and to a man 
named Williams (3h) . There is only one child of record by the 
first marriage. Nothing is known of the movements of these fam- 
ilies, except that she is buried at Mt. Sterling, Ohio. 

Lewis Henry Hunter served in the Civil War, Co. D, 41st 
Ohio Inf. He married Mary Ann Morris, at Lancaster, Ohio, toward 
the end of the War, 1865-10-12. This family lived in Hocking Town- 
ship, Fairfield County, Ohio . Both parents are buried there . They 
had four children. Two or three letters have been preserved from 
Lewis Hunter to Strother Brumfield. 

Fifth Generation Members being children of Oliver Hampton and 
Mary (Brumfield) Smith , 

Letitia Smith was the oldest child of Oliver Hampton and 
Mary Smith. She was born in 1822. She married at Indianapolis, 
Indiana, 1842-11-16, Thomas L. Sullivan son of Jeremiah Sullivan 
and Charlotte Butler, originally from Harrisonburg, Virginia. 
Little is known of the details of the lives of Thomas L. and Letitia. 
She died in Indianapolis in 1888 and is buried in the Crown Hill Cem- 
etery there . A grandson, Reginald Sullivan was mayor of Indianapo- 
lis in 1940. 

Marcus C. Smith the second child of Oliver and Letitia 
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Smith, was born at Connersville, Indiana, in 1825. He lived at 
Connersville and Indianapolis, Indiana. In 1847 he moved to York- 
town, Indiana in Delaware County and in 1853 he married Mary G. 
Russey of Muncie, Indiana, They moved to Muncie in 1859 and con- 
tinued to live there the rest of their lives . They had eight children . 

Mary Smith , the third and last child, of Oliver and Letitia 
Smith, was born in 1829. She married Gen. John Love, of Civil 
War fame. This couple had no children. It is said that they adopted 
Mary Sullivan, (daughter of Thomas L, and Letitia (Smith) Sullivan), 
and that she was later married under the name Love. 

Fifth Generation Members , being the children of Solomon and Eliza 
(Boone) Brumfield. 

Margaret Brumfield was the oldest of the nine children of 
Solomon and Eliza Brumfield. She was born in 1828, most probably 
in Wayne County, Indiana. In the year 1848, she married Thomas 
Means, a lawyer. Thomas Means acted in the capacity of Lawyer 
for the estate of Thomas Brumfield (1-2 -3) who came to Centerville 
early and died in 1841, without issue, five years before the mar- 
riage of Margaret and Thomas Means . Perhaps the close relation- 
ship of the lawyer to the family began the romance. There were 
two children of this marriage, Cad B. and Charles Harry. Little 
further is known of the lives of these people except that they con- 
tinued to live in Wayne County, Indiana, and that both are buried at 
Centerville, Indiana. A granddaughter, Miss Norine Means still 
is living in Richmond, Indiana. 

Oliver Hampton Smith Brumfield was the second child of Sol- 
omon and Eliza (Boone) Brumfield. He was born in Wayne County, 
Indiana in 1829. In 1859 he married Anne F. Conley (lw). Two 
children were born, one of whom died early and the other never 
married. In 1865 he married Henrietta Culbertson (2w). Four 
children were born. She died in 1876. He married Martha J. Roth- 
ermel(3w), by whom three children were born. One of these, Glen 
Ellsworth Brumfield still lives in Wayne County, Indiana, near 
Centerville . 

Jesse Conley Brumfield was the third child of Solomon and 
Eliza (Boone) Brumfield. He was born in Wiayne County, Indiana in 
1832 . It is likely that he was named for Jesse Brumfield, his grand- 
father's brother, who was the first Brumfieldville, Pennsylvania, 
postmaster. Jesse Conley married Elizabeth Stuard. Little further 
is known of this family except that their lives were probably lived 
in. Wayne County, Indiana, where both are buried. There were four 
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children, two sons and two daughters. 

Millard Fillmore Brumfield was the ninth child of Solomon 
and Eliza Brumfield. He was born in Wayne County, Indiana, in 
1850. In 1880-8-5, he married Dora Rentfrow, in Wayne County, 
Indiana. It is likely they lived their lives in Wayne County, as both 
are buried there. They had two children, a girl and a boy. The 
boy never married. Nothing is known of the marriage of the girl, 
except that given in the Genealogy . 

Fifth Generation Members , being the children of Esther Brumfield 
and her two husbands , Aaron Harvey and John H. Brown. 

Alonzo D . Harvey the first listed child of Aaron Harvey and 
Esther (Brumfield) Harvey married Cornelia Alice Wilson at an un- 
known date. They had one child Esther who married Dr. Joseph A. 
Horn. Alonzo D. Harvey was a Civil War Soldier, mustered into 
the service 1862-7-5. He was inducted by Col. Simonson. He 
served as 1st Lt. and was promoted to Captain 1864-8-3. He was 
mustered out 1865-3-30. They lived for sometime in Indianapolis 
and both are buried there . 

Mary Esther Harvey the second child of the first marriage, 
married Winston P. Noble, 1885-2-13. He was the son of Noah 
Noble, Governor of the State of Indiana, (1831-1837). Not too much 
is known of this family. It appears they lived in and around India- 
napolis, as most of the burials are there. They had five children 
only three of whom ever married. Both parents are buried in 
Indianapolis. 

Charles Perry Brown the only child of the second marriage 
was born in Cambridge City, Indiana in 1845. At an unknown loca- 
tion, he married Vashti Scott, in 1845. Little is known of their 
lives except that they eventually came to Kansas and both are buried 
at Mt. Vernon Cemetery, eight miles from Winfield, Kansas. A 
daughter, Miss Esther Brown, is living (1961) at Winfield, Kansas. 
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Space will not permit a detailed discussion of the members 
of the sixth generation and of their movements. Most of these folks 
lived within the memories of many now living and their movements 
are known. They are also detailed, where they are known, in the 
Genealogical Section, Only a brief discussion of their geographi- 
cal distribution will be given. Several families lived in more than 
one place. The rule here has been to allocate families to the place 
where their children were born .

SECTION VI 
GENEALOGICAL SECTION 
The Brumfields- -Originating in Berks County Pennsylvania 



In this Section are listed in tabular form all known descen- 
dants of Thomas Brumfield and his wife Susanna, of England and 
Philadelphia (later Berks) County, Pennsylvania, 

These descendants appear progressively by families in 
seven generations, Thomas and Susanna Brumfield being the gener- 
ation (1). All blood line descendants have a series of identifying 
numbers following their names; --thus (1-2-5-7). There are four 
numbers in the parenthesis. These indicate that the individual who 
is identified by the numbers is of the blood line; of the fourth gen- 
eration; that he is descended from the second child of the second 
generation; from the fifth child of the third generation; and is the 
seventh child of the family in which he was born. 

When a series of numbers follows the name of an individual 
who has married into the family, it is followed by an asterisk, 
thus: --(1-2 -5 -7*). The asterisk indicates that the person, whose 
name the numbers accompanies, has married the person of the 
blood, who is identified by the numbers. Children who have been 
legally adopted are treated as if they were of the blood line. 

Names of all persons of the blood line, who marry and pro- 
duce children, appear twice in the Genealogical Section; once in 
the family inwhich theyare born and again in the family established 
upon their marriage, in the generation following that in which they 
were born. Names of children who do not produce progeny appear 
only once, in the family in which they were born. When they are 
not to be carried forward, this is usually indicated by the words: 
" LINE ENDS HERE 1" 

The generation number appears at the head of each page. 
It applies to the parent of the blood line. The Blood-line parent of 
the family is listed with identifying numbers and is followed by a 
sketch of the family. Below this is given the parents of the family, 
followed by the children, with birth, marriage and death records 
forall. Finally there is listed, in most cases, the source material 
from which the record was compiled . 
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Families are listed be generations. The identifying num- 
bers of the parent of the blood line determines the location of the 
family in each generation. In comparing two sets of identifying 
numbers, that one with the lowest number, at the first point of di- 
vergence of the two sets, will be recorded ahead of the other in the 
generation. As an example if two sets of numbers are: (1-2-4-4-7 ) 
and (1-2-1-9-6), the family identified by the last set of numbers 
will be recorded ahead of that identified by the first set because the 
number (1) at the first point of divergence in the third generation is 
less than the number (4) in the first set. 

Relationships maybe quickly read from identifying numbers. 
For the same generation, individuals whose numbers differ only in 
the last number are brothers and sisters of the same family. If 
differences occur in the second numbers from the right they are 
first cousins etc. 

The number of complete generations has been limited to 
seven, by space requirements. However children of seventh gen- 
eration, with their birth, marriage and death records, also are 
shown. These are eighth generation folks . To' these has been 
added, when they are known, all grandchildren of the seventh gen- 
eration, with birth dates or years. These are the ninth generation. 

Approximate date spans within which some member of each 
generation was probably alive are listed below, for the seven gener- 
ations :

They were associated with the 
Exeter Friends Meeting of Berks Co. and may have been members. Thomas d. in Berks Co. in the year 1783 and 
was possibly buried in the Exeter Friends Burying- ground. Susanna was living in the year 1774 when the will was 
drawn .

BRUMFIELD, Solomon (1-2), (s. Thomas Brumfield and Susanna --), b. Ca. 1733 in what is now Berks Co., Pa. He continued to 

live there during his entire life. He m. Ca. 1755, Sarah Evans (dt of David Evans and , of Cumuru Township, 

Berks Co. Pa.). Solomon Brumfield was engaged as a shop keeper at a place now called Weavertown, but known as 
Brumfieldville from the early 1760s to 1830 and later. His tax records show that he continued as a shop keeper late 
into the 1760s. He also bought land in Berks Co. and in what later became Northumberland Co. Pa. After the 
Revoiutionar War he engaged in a land venture with Solomon Mathew (a Revolutionary War soldier) in Agusta (later 
Rockingham Co. Va.). He later gave this Va. land to his sons Thomas and David. He d. in 1796 and is possibly 
buried in the burying -ground of the Exeter Friends Meeting,

Jesse Brumfield was a minister in me Christian Church and was the first minister and co-organizer, with 
Jacob Mills, in establishing the Liberty Church of Washington Tp. , Randolph Co. Ind. He was a millwright 
as well as a farmer. He and his sons built mills and covered bridges in Randolph Co. Ind. and at other

She was m. , in Fairfield Co. O. , 
to Isaac Hedges, 1820-5-25. Isaac and Dianah Hedges lived in Fairfield Co. O., Hocking Tp., about one 
half mile from the David Brumfield home. Dianah Hedges d. in this home, 1832-2-28, and is buried on 
the farm in the Hedges Cem., where her father is also buried.

1868 they sold this business to Hanelton and Geitzey. During the time when Hascal & Franklin operated the busi- 
ness a tragic accident happened to them. Charles Edmond (Eddie) was drowned during high water, while trying 
to help save supplies at the furniture factory. The family continued to live at Boone, and the parents d. there. 
Stanton Brumfield (1-2-4-9-9) worked at this factory after the War. Many of the pieces he made are sought for 
antiques today.

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SECTION VII 
THE INDEX AND ITS USE 



The index is for the convenience of readers . It applies only 
to the Genealogical Section of the Book. It lists all names of the 
family, who are members either by blood relationship, or by mar- 
riage. However, names of parents of folks, who have inter -mar- 
ried, are also shown in the Genealogical Section, but are not listed 
in the Index. These parents only appear in connection with the chil- 
dren who have inter -married, and their omission saves space. 

Family names appear in Capital Letters and are printed in 
alphabetical order. Given names are listed under Family Names, 
and these are in approximate alphabetical order. About seven hun- 
dred Family names are listed and there are more than three thou- 
sand names in the Genealogical Section. Names of women of the 
Blood Line who have married into another family, do not appear in 
the Index, under the family name into which they married, but only 
under the family in which they were born. 

Each given name in the Index is followed by a series of iden- 
tifying numbers. For the significance of these numbers see the ex- 
planation given at the beginning of the Genealogical Section . There 
are no page numbers given in the Index. The identifying numbers 
following each name are used for locating the individual in the Ge- 
nealogical Section. The number of figures in this series less one 
shows the generation in which to look for the family of Birth. The 
total number gives the family in which the individual is a parent. 

The order in which names are placed in each generation is 
explained at the beginning of the Genealogical Section. It is repeated 
here that in comparing two series of numbers of the same genera- 
tion, that one with the lowest number at the first genera tion.of di- 
vergence, will appear first in the placing. 

The name of an individual of the blood line who produces 
progeny is found twice in the Index, once in the family of birth and 
again in the family of which he has become a parent. In looking up 
the family of birth, the identifying number series following the 
name, should be used with the right hand number dropped. Names 
will always be found in the family of birth, but only in the family of 
marriage if progeny was produced.

Benjamin Tall- 
man took the oath of allegiance 1877-8-7 and served an enlistment 
in the Penna Militia. He removed to Virginia in 1779 and settled 
near Harrisonburg. There he joined the De Best's Co. of the First 
Partisan Legion, under Col. Armand and took part in the siege of 
Yorktown. About 1810 he and his wife, with some married children 
removed to Franklin Co. O., near Canal Winchester. He and she 
are buried on the family plot on the farm then owned by their son 
William, located in Walnut Tp. , Pickaway Co. O. Hr d. 1820-6-4,

1st Generation. (Leading to the Brumfield Intermarriage). 

Theunis Jansen Van Pelt , his wife and six children were residents 
of Liege, Holland. They came to New York (then New Amsterdam) 
in the year 1663. Theunis Van Pelt came in the ship Rosetree (Rose- 
boom in Dutch) in the capacity of patroon of a colony. In this com- 
pany were 28 adult males; 11 females; and 33 children. They set- 
tled in New Utrecht on Long Island, a community which is now lo- 
cated in Brooklyn. Itis near Grevesend Bay atabout 18th Ave. , and 
84th St. , near the south end of the present New Utrecht Ave. The- 
unis and his eldest son, Anthony, built the Van Pelt Manor House 
there in the year 1686. It still stands today, amongst a forest of 
brick apartment houses --a symbol of a day long gone. The City of 
New York has made it into a little park, within which stands a gran- 
ite marker for old Kings Highway with distances and directions for 
travel to Jamaica and other points on Long Island. The 
wife (lw) of Theunis Van Pelt was Greitje Jans, who was the mother 
of six children.

Jacob Van Pelt (7th child of John and Cornelia Van Pelt) has the fol- 
lowing story recorded in connection with his youth and life. 

"When the Revolutionary War broke out Jacob was a boy not yet 16 

years of age. His four brothers immediately joined the Patriots but 

left Jacob at home to guard and care for the widowed mother and 

three sisters. 

"Jacob, chafing under the necessity to remain at home, took every 

opportunity to mingle with soldiers, giving his services as teamster 
and growing more and more dissatisfied with his lot as time passed. 
At last, unable to resist longer, he ran away. Crossing into New 
Jersey, he joined the troops there./ 1 

"After the close of the war he returned home, but his reception was 
not cordial. In a very unhappy frame of mind he left home going to 
LoudounCo. Va. He acquired land there and returned in the winter 
of 1784, to Penna. for his bride, Sarah Ryan (Dutch Ryunne), of up- 
per Makefield. She was the dt. of Daniel Ryan, a Miller. ." 
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"Jacob and Sarah lived in Virginia till the beginning of the 1800s 
when they removed to Kentucky for a short time . They then removed 
to Highland Co. Ohio, near Hillsboro, where they owned a large 
area of farmland. " 

It is stated that Jacob was embittered by the experiences of his youth 
and his rejection by his family after the war . He spoke seldom of 
his early life. However once he said that his children were all of 
pure Dutch Blood, which leads to the presumption that Sarah Ryan 
was of the Dutch name Ruynne. The grandchildren of Jacob testi- 
fied that both he and his wife spoke very broken English.

In the name of God Amen; I David Brumfield of Hocking Town- 
ship Fairfield County Ohio: being weak & infirm of body, but of sound 
and disposing mind and memory, do make and publish this my last 
will & Testament in manner following (viz) 
First 

It is my will & desire that my Executors hereinafter named, 
as soon after my decease as convenient, sell & dispose of all the 
personal property of which I may die possessed: and that they col- 
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lect all the debts that may be due to me as soon as practiable . 
Secondly 

I hereby authorize and empower my said Executors to sell & 
convey, either at public or private sale, the Farm upon which I now 
reside in Hocking Township in Fairfield County at such time and up- 
on such terms as they may think most advantagious to the Legatees 
hereinafter named and should said Farm remain unsold for any con- 
siderable time after my decease ,- my said Executors are hereby au- 
thorized to rent the same during such time & to receive the rents 
thereof 
Thirdly 

The proceeds of my personal property, with the debts that 
may be due me & collected by my Executors together with the Rents 
of my Farm (if any) and the monies arising from the sale of said 
Farm, I wish consolidated or thrown into one common fund.

I hereby appoint my son in law Thomas Hunter Executor 
in the place of Andrew Hunter together with my Son William Brum- 
field as mentioned in my former will to which this is a codicil - 

The Second Codicil makes the following provisions towit. 

"1st In the fifth item of the will afsp I there made an excep- 
tion of Twenty five Dollars to be taken from the share or proportion 
on my Grand Daughter Rachel and the same amount from the sister 
Nancy to be given to their sister Rebecca which I now alter and re-
